FilOM*THE OAP'yX>l€K OP SEUINGAPATAM IN I7l)9, TO THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE MAHRATTA WAR 
>N AUGUST 1803. • 


•The territory a(?quired conquest of tlic Kingdom of 

Mysore was taken possession of without opposition with 
tlic cxcopti^in of the districts Niiggur, and Bulfinn in 
Mysorp, Wynaad aifd Cotiote in J^jkuabar, the fort of 
Jarnalabad in South Ciinara, and the fort at Gooty, situated 
in what were afterwards known as th..'*C(Rled Districts. 

Operations against Diioont>iaii. • 

During the confusion attending the storm of Seringa- 
. patani, DlioondiaKWaugh, a notorious freebooter wlio had 
been impriso»j>d by Tippoo, managed to effect his escape,^ 
and havi/lg* collected a bd^y of horse, he took possession 
of 8himooga and other forts in Nuggur oi^^Bodiiore, and 
having thus providud him»ejf <rvith artillery, ammunition, 
and ijioney, he increased his force, alid assorted his right 
to the sovereignty of the province. 

Two hold detachments were* ii^modiately equipped 
against him. One, under Colonel J?atcr, composed of the. 
4th cavalry, the 1st battalion Ifjt, and tUe^st battalion 8tll

» ally possible incursion from Niiggur, and to act according 
, ^ to circumstances. 

Colonel The other, uAder Lieutenant- Colonel James Dalrymple, 

DetSment succeeded to the command of the fiyderabad 

Subsidiary Force, after the capture of Seriiigaj)atam, was 
composed of the 1 st cavalry, the 2nd battalion 7th, the 
2nd battalion 11th, and a party of Bengal Artillery.* This 
t detachment obtained possession of the hill forts at Chit- 
tledroog^ on th6 6th July without opposition. Cv^ionel 
D^ilryiiiplo gave a minvite description of the place iE his 
report to the Adjutant- General, from •which the following 
is an extract : — ^ 

“ The lower fort is very extensive, and contains within it 
several other smaller forts, tfnd a groat number of ^inhabitants. 
8omc parts of thc\>ldJIindoo fortifications are still ren^aining 
in the upper and lower forts, but by f/ir the greatest part of 
the works are all done in the modern stylo of solid masoiiry, 
and built under the inspection of our unfortunate prisoners 
dueling their confinement at this place.”

A few days after tho occupation of Chittlodroog, 
Colonel Dalrymple was joined by the^ 2nd cavalry, and 
both battalions of tho 10th regiment of l^engal Sepoys. 
On tho 14th he marched wUh the tjvo h^girnents of 
cavalry and 4(10 grenadier sepoys in pursuit* of a body of 
Dhoondiah^s men who had J;)ecn plundering ‘the xountry. 
Ho came up with thwn on tho* 15th,*about 20 miles from 
Chittlcdroog, and having haltbU his infantry and guns, ho 
attacked with tho cavalry, and destroyed nearly tho whole 
jiarty, the number of wliich was estimated at about 250 
horse, and 400 feot. .

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miles in 24 hours. The marauders having been guilty 
of many atrocities, more especially after their capture pf 
the small fort at Goondair, the Commander-in-Chief 
directed that the 40 prisoners taken by Colonel Dalrym-. 
pie should bo hanged at that place,* with' the exception of 
•one man who was to be set at liberty after having wit- 
nessed the execution of his comrades. 

On .the 17th Colonel Dairy mple again surprised a Small 
body of horse and foot near the fort of Chengherry in 
Nuggar, and dispersed it with his cavalr y, killing 40 men 
and taking 40 prisoners. He then attacked the fert and 
carried it oy a 'I coup do On the 29th bo captured 

* about 6,000 liejld of cattle from DllOondiah^s brinjarries, 
together with a (juantity of grain. Colonel Dalrymplo 
received tha thanks of the Commarider-in-CJiiof for these 
services, and was authorised to gran-. th6 cai)turod cattle 
and grain to his detachment.

About the end of July, Colonel James Stevenson 

relieved Colonel Pater, and advanced towards the fort of 

.Shimooga in order to co-opoi’ate with Colonel Dalrymjile. 

By the 7th August both detachments had crossed to the 

’Western banks the rivers upon which tho forts of 

Shimooga and Ilonclly are situated, and on tho morning 

of the 8th tliLvse piaces were attacked and taken by storm, 

the former by the detachment under Stevenson, tho latter 

by that under Dalrymple. , General Harris, in his report 

to tho Cominandor-in-ChiejE in India, remarked that tho 

gallant behaviour of the native troops, who alone were 

employed, was highly honorable to them, and reflected 

great credit on Colonels Stevenson and Dalrymple, and 

the officers, who, *under their ordtTvS, conducted the

attacks.^^ Colonel Stevenson^ was thanked in General 
Orders of the 10th August, as were also Captain ]\hic-

Staff Officer, and Lieutenant Whitney McCally, 1st batta- 
li^'n 1st regiment. 

The head-quarters of the Army left the neighbourhood 
of Seringapatai'ii ori the 10th July, reached Chittledroog 
on the 24lh, anci early in August advanced tor'Hurryhur 
on the cast bank of the Toombuddra, a fort which had 
surrendered to Captain Willbt of the 1st battalion 10th 
Bengal sepoys, on the 30th July. On, the 14th August a 
detachment,^ under Lieutenant-Colonel 'Wallace, 

74th regiment, ^ was sent against the fort of 'Koolal, 
about SO miles direct north of Hurryhur. The plac^- was 
carried by storm on the 16th, and most of the garrison 
were killed, either during the assault, or in their attempt 
to escape. Colonel Wallace and the detachment were 
thanked in orders. ^ 

Early on the nlorring of the 17th August, Dhoondiah’s 
collected force, amounting to 1,201) hoi se, and 300 infantry, 
posted under the walls of the fort at Shikarpoor in 
Nuggur, was attacked and defeated by Colonel Dairy mple, 
aided by a part of Colonel Stevenson's detachment. The 
action was thus described by GenciVal Harris : — 

The infantry and artillery of Dhoondiah were formed 
behind a small river, which, swelled by the rains, had“bccomo 
almost unfordablc from the dept/* and rapidity of ’ts current. 
His horse, separated by this stream from the iniantry, formed, 
and stondily Xvaited the attack of the regim'ents of Native 
cavfilry which led Lieutenant- Colonol Dalrymplo’s detach- 
ment. Those instantly charged; and in a short, but arduous 
c;j;iflict, drove the enemy into the river, who left 600 men and 
horses killed or drowned. , Lieutenant Colonel Dalrymple’s 
infantry at the same time assaulted and took the fort by storm, 
assisted by pSrt of Colonel Stevenson's detachment, whoso 
nu^rch had been retarded by the badness of the roads. The

in sight of the enemy’s troops, who fled in the utmost disorder, 
while the depth of the river prevented an immediate pursuit.” 

The effect of this blow was decisive. Colonel Stevenson, 
who had L.ssumed command of the uni^^ed detachments, 
pursued Dhoondiali as far as the frontier of the Mahratta 
country, in which he took refuge on the 20th August. 

That very night his camp was attacked by a chief named 
Doendah Puiit'Grokla, who dispersed his remaining fol- 
lowei75 and captured his elephants, camels, bullocks, and 
guni. 

The province of iiednore \/as then occupied by our 
troops without' further opposition. 

Capitulation op Gooty. , 

A detachment of the IIyder«abad Siibsi;cliary Force under 
Colonel Bowser obtained possession of Garrumeondah, 
and other places which had fc-lcn to the share of tho 
Nizam, without rcsistjince, but the Killadar of the strong 
and extensive hill-fort at Gooty refused to give it up, 
and did not capitulate until the 9th August when a prac- 
ticable breach had been made. The casualties^ in the 
detachment duri/ig the investment were trifling.

Occupation of Soonda, 1799. ' 

The Peshwa having rejected the conditions attached to 
the c^fer of Soonda,' Ilarponclly, and .certain talooks in 
^Mysore, viz'., that he should accept the mediation of the 
Pritish Government on every question in dispute between 
him aizd the Nizam, a,nd that hef should exclude’ the 
French from his dominions ; these districts wofre divided 
between the Company and the Nizam, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel, the Honorable A. Sentleger, with the tth 
cavalry, the 1st battalion Yst regiment, and 't- guns, was 
sent early in Sel>ie?nber to take }>()Ssession of Soonda. 
He met with no opposition untiriie UiTived at the village 
of Sambranee iioafKiilHhal, which was held by 300 Mah- 
mttas sent from Dharwar by the Killadar of that place, 
to plunder the country, and to maintain the post against 
tJio British. The fort at Hulbhal was held by 500 men 
with similar instructions. 

Aotion at Colonel Sentlcgor made his attack on Sambranee on 

Sambrauc. 29th. Tho village was strongly barricaded^ and the 

walls loop-holed, but it was carried after an action of 
al)out t'vo hours. The loss of the detachment was? trifling, 
but most of the gari'ison wore killc t The fort at Hulli- 
hal was evacuated the next day, and no further opposii-iou 
wSis offered. Colonel Sdntlegcr was thanked in Division 
orders by Colonel \V^ollesley for having brought 
forward, witjj incrpdible expodii'.on, }iis troops and guns

OriHuTTONS AGAINST THE SOUTHERN POLYGARS, 1799. 

•Although the disturbances in Madura and Tinnevelly 
. had been put down by Colonel MaxwelPs dotachnicvit in 
179?, the Pdlygafs soon began to resume their turbulent 
and predatory habits.^ They withheld payment of theii 
kists,, and not only attacked each other, but made inroads 
into the district of^llamnad, and into the Company’s 
.territory, burnfiig villages, and murdering tlie inhabi- 
tants. 

The campaign against Tippoo had rendered it expedient 
to postpone operations against these offenders, but early 
in August 1799, the Governor-General directed the form- 
ation of a detachment^ at Palau ottah for that service, 
and appointed Major John Baiinerman to the command. 
Ho was ordered to proceed in the first instance against 
'Cataboma Naig, Polygar of Panjalamcoorchy, a fort about 
26 miles north-east of Palaincottah, and after having 
secured his person, he was then to dispossess the inferior 
chiefs who had acted in co^'cert with him, and finally to 
disarm the whole of the Southorii Polygars, friendly or 
otherwise. lie was invested with the power to execute 
such of the Polygar-^ and ' their followers as might be 
found in open rebellion, and to sequester their lands,

Major Banncrman wrote to Cataboma Naig from Pal- 
aiicottah on the 1st September, directing his attendance 
on the 4th, to which a reply was sent dated the 2nd idem, 
to the effect that there was no lucky day at that time- but 
that as sopn as ticere should bo one, he would come. 

On receipt of this communication Major Bannerman 
marched for Panjalamcoorchy,and arrived on the morning 
of the 5th with the Native troops. .The fort was ►sur- 
rounded by a detachment of the 3rd cavalry under 
Lieutenant Dallas supported by a party of infantry') sooi^ 
after which a considerable body of Polygars endeavo:«red 
to force tjfieir way into flio fort, but thev were repulsed 
with loss. 

Cataboma Naig was then called upon to surrender at 
discretion, but he refused to leave the fort '' unless fur* 
nished with a wiltton safe conduct; Major Bani^orman 
being apprehensive that the Polyg\ir might make his 
escape during the night, and not anticipating any diffi- 
culty in getting possession of tho fort, determined to 
assn,ult it at once. The storming party was composed 
of six companies, viz., the flank companies 1st battalion 
3rd regiment under Captain Bruce, and the flank com- 
panies of tho 13th regiment under Captain O^Eeilly. 
A few artillerymen, with a 6-pounder iiatendedt to blow 
open the southern gate, accompanied the party. The 
supports consisted o| the fcatb^lion companies Ist batta- 
lion 3rd regiment, tand three couipar ’es 1st battalion 
13th regiment. The men * advanced with seeming 
resolution, and the gate- was blown open by the artillery, 
supported by the leading sections of infantry under Cap- 
tain O^Reilly, wlvo, believed the plact to be in his hands. 
At this raome: t Lieutenant Douglas of tho artillery was 
piked in the gateway, and the storming party, falling 
back, commenced a disorderly fire in return to that froi** 
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tlie fort. Captaia O'Roilly, after having in vain endea- 
voured to induce the men to advance, was finally obliged 
to retire with the loss of 93 men, and 6 European * officers 
killed and wounded. The Native commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers having, with i few eA:ceptions, 
behaved ill on this occasion, Geneial Harris recom- 
mended their summary dismissal, and that the vacancies 
thus^ made should be filled up from the detachments 
under Colonels Stevenson and Dairy mple, which liad 
rGceu4;ly distinguished themselves in Mysore. 

The companies of II.M.^s 19th I ootarrived at Panjalani- 
coorchy on the evening of the 6th, and during that night 
the fort was evacuated. * Early on the 7th the vakeels of 
the Polygar waited on Major JBannerman with a request 
that their master might bo permitted to proceed to the 
Presidency with his ordiiicary rctinec, and accompanied 
by a British officer, liut without b'.i^g in any respect 
considered as under restraint. 

Major Bannerman having refused to listen to any- 
thing loss than an unconditional surrender, the Polygar 
went off in a northerly direction with a number of 
followers. 

A day or *iwo afterwards he was overtaken by the 
Zemindar of Htiapooram, who dispersed his people and 
captured Soobramoonia Pillay, his principal officer and 
adviser. Cataboma Naig elf'^cted his escape on horseback. 
Soobramoonia Pillay was executed at Naglepoor on the 
13th for acts of plunder and outrage committed in the 
territories of the Company, and of che Nawaub, and on 
the same day SoondrapandiaNaig, Drother of the Polygar

Cataboma Na^ was taken on the 23rd by the peons of 
the Tondiman,' aud was executed at Kytar on the 16th 
October. His brother, and several other members of his 
family, were brought to Kytar at the same time, anVl sent, 
shortly afterwards, to Palamcottah as prisoners 

The lands of the five most refractory Polygars)^ riz., 
those 6f PanjalamcoorcLy, Naglepobr, Kolampettah, Yali- 
rampanna/ Cadul goody, and Kylatoor, were f&rfeited to 
Government. The remaining l^olygars tendered their 
submission, and consented to demolish their forts under 
the supervision of European officers, and Ho give up 
their arms. 


The destruction of the forts in the forfeited Poll am s 


was effected by the detachment of pioneers under 
Lieutenant Bagshaw. The completion - of those measures 
W£i^ reported to Government on the 21st October, and 
Major Banner man left camp for Madras the next day, 
liaving made over charge to Major Tinging. 

Measures for Shortly afterwards, steps were taken fon revising' the 

eoantry assessment, and for relieving tlio Poly gars froi’/i the obli- 
‘ gations of military service and police duties which were 
attached to their tenures^; the Government charging 
themselves with thd’ military protection of the country,, 
and the administration of the police.

About the end of March a detachment® under liieutcn- 
ant-Colonel Tolfivy was sent against Kistnapah Naik, 
the Rajah of Bullum, who had dakon possession of the 
Bissly or Soobroomony ghaut leading from Mysore into 
Canara, and interrupted our cominiinieatiou with Manga- 
lore. Colonel Tolfrey arrived at Eygoor on tlio JlOth 
March, and finding it abandoned, fhe destroyed the place 
and advanced to Arrakaira,^ where the Rajah occupied a

Dhoondfali, aftV3r his defeat by Ookla in August 1790, 
soon collected his* scattered followers, and having beon 
joined by nearly the whole of Tippoo^s cavalry, and a 
number of ,disaffected men from the Hydeiabad country 
'and from Cuddapah, ho obtained possession of KiD^oral 
places in the Southern Mahratta country, and threatt3ned 
to* enter Mysore. The IV'shwa soiit^a force consisting of 
5,000 horse and a Large body of infantry 'to oppose his 
further progress iu#Savanoor, buf this force was beaten, 
and a largos number of hordes captured. 8uch being the 
state of matters, orders were sent to (yVjIonel Wellesley on 
the 2iid May 1800, directing him Jbo assemble a fiola force 
as speedily as possible, and giving him authority to 
pursue* Dhoondiah into the Mahratta territory or elso- 
wlie*re.

Colonel Wellesley marched forRani*e'^ Bednore on the 
27th. His ^advanced guard having been fired at from 
the fort, it was imtjiediat(dy attacked hy the pic(]uets 
under ‘Colonel Mony^enny, consisting of 50 europoans 
and 150 natives, supported by die^Jst battalion 1st 
regiment, and carried by escalade without the loss of a 
man. 

The cavalry having*' surrounded the fort so as to cut 
off retreat, Dhoond'ali\s garrison, amounting to about 500 
iner^ wore nearly all killed.

CHAP. XVI. Bcdnorc was conducted this morning under the orders of 
Licutenant-Oolonel Monypenny. To this is to be attributed 
the immediate success of the attack without any loss on our 
side, although It appears that the fort contained a large 
garrison. s 

DhoendaPunt ftokla, the Mahratta leader, with 10,000^ 
horse, 5,000 foot and 8 guns, who was at this time in the 
vicinity of Kittoor for the purpose of co-operating with 
the British, was suddenly attacked by Dhbondiali ‘ on the 
30th June, and ‘defeated with the'loss of his gun^ He 
himself was killed. 

Colonel Wellesley crossed the Werdah near Deogherry 
on the 8th and 9th July, and after having constructed a* 
redoubt upon the river, in which he left a small detach- 
ment, ho marched to Sava‘noor on the 12th. -Leaving his 
heavy baggage and stores in that" place, he proceeded 
against the fort of Koondgul, in which Dhoondiah had 
loft a garrison of 000 men, and carried it by assault' on 
the evening of the 14th with trifling loss. The following 
is rin extract from his report to the Adjutant- General, 
dated 18th July ; — 

“ The troops attacked Koondgul after a march of above 22 
miles, and that they had been under arms above 12 hours. 
Th^ cavalry surrounded the place ; the gateway wes attacked 
by the 1st of the 12th, and an endeavour was made to blow it 
open, while the grenadiers of the ?3rd regiment'under Captain 
Todd, supported by those of thb 1st of the 3th, cscaladcd the 
curtain on the opposite side with a spirit which overcame 
e: ery obstacle.” 

On the 16th Colonel Wellesley relieved the fort at 
Sirhetty, whicL. was besieged by one of Dhoondiah^a

Dhoondiah, who had fled from Koondgul ofl the Captnroof^ 
approach of the detachment, being reported to be m the, 
forest ^in the neighbourhood of tlie fort of ^Dummul, 

Col&nel Wellesley moved in that direction from Savanoor 
on’'the 22ad, having been joined a day or two previously 
by a body of Mahratta horse recently under Gokla. • He 
came before the^ort on the morning of the 26fli, and the 
garrisch, con'feisting of about 1,000 mei^ having refused 
to surrender, the place was immediately attacked and 
carried by«escaladc.. * ^ 

• The following is an gxtract from Colonel Wellosloy's 
report to the Adjutant-General : — * 


“ Camp at^Dummuly 2Gfh Juh/ J.800. 


“ The fort was sunjounded by the cavalry under Colonel 
Stevenson, and by the Mahraitas Goklah.* It was 

attacked in throe places : at the gateway by Alajor Dcssc with 
the picquets, supported by two companies of the 2nd of the 
2nd ; on oiio face by baeu tenant- Colonel Capper with the 
grenadiers and light infantry* of the 73rd, and the 2nd batta- 
lion 4th ; and on the other face by Captain Maepherson with 
the grenadier^ and li^ht iijfantry of the 77th, and the 
remainder of the 2Tid of the 2nd Bombay regiment. It was 
impossible to force the gateway, and the party ;on that attack ' 
entered the fort by csealade ^ and the other two attacks like- 
wise syiccccded nearly at the same time?^* 

The fort is strong and w*ell built, tho wall about 30 feet 
high, with a dry ditch, in some plades of considerable deptfi. 

I cafinot say too much in favor of ^the troops, who, by this 
exploit, have added^ to the reputation which they hava 
already gained in this coftntry*” •

M;cpherson, H.M.^s 77th, Lieutenant Hooper, H.M/s 
73rd, and Captain Heitland of the Pioneers were specially 
< 2 nentioned as having distinguished themselves. 

The fort at Gudduck was evacuated after the arrival of 
the accounts of tl?e fall of Dummul, and was occupied by 
the British on the 27th. Dhoondiah, having thus lost all 
his forts in Savanoor and in the DharYar country, moved 
northwards with the intention of crossing the river 
Malpurba at M^molee, and encamped near Soonuootty, 
about fiix miles south pf that place. While there he 
heard of Qolonel Wellesley^s approach, and buko up his 
array into three divisions. One division aud the baggage 
marched towards Manolec and encamped in front of it, 
but without crossing the river. In this haz'.rdous posi- 
tion it was surprised on the afternoon of the 30jth and 
destroyed. The following is an n^tvixot from Colonel 
Wellesley^s report : — 

“ I arrived hero with the cavalry at about 3 o’clock in the 
aftornooii and found the camp standing, and that we had 
surprised the enemy. I iiistanj:ly attacked his camp with 
the cavalry only. Lieutenant-Colonel ^’^orin attacked their 
left with the 1st and 4th regiments, and Colonel Stevenson 
and Colonel Pater their front and right ''with the 2*5th 
Dragoons and 2nd regiment of cavalry. 

“The camp was strong, with its rear to the Malpurba, 
covered by the fort of^Manowly on tlic o^hcp side of it, and 
a deep nullah along its front av-d left. The 2nd regiment of 
covalry, under these circumstances, was the only corps which 
got into it ; but every person there was either killed or driven 
into the river. AH the baggage, two elephants, many camels, 

horses, bullock <&c. fell intd our hands; Numbers ^ of people 

* • « 

} III a letter to Major Munro, dated Isfc August, Colonel Wellesley 
gave the number at about 5,000. A number of amis and iiccoiifrcmenta 
belonging to the 25th Dragoons and the Scotch 13riij!;ade, which had 
boon stolen at Vellore, were found in the camp. 
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wore drowned or shot in attempting to cross the river, and 
many prisoners, women and children, &c. were taken.” j 

This exploit was performed after a march of 26 miles. 

Oi the 2Tid August the detachment Jrom Hyderabad/ 
augmented by the 4th cavalry, was placed undci* the coin- 
mg,nd of Colonel Stevenson with inslAnictions to follow 
.Hhoondiah up the river Malpurba ; Colonel Wellesley 
moving in tlx) sjiine direction, but at the distance of aTbout 
15 miles from the rivgr. A few days later it was ascer- 
tained that Dhoondiah having crossed tlfo Malpurba near 
its sources had again feirncd eastward, and reached h place 
named Cowdgjj^iec,* about 24 miles east of ^tlie fort of 
Gokauk on the Gutpurba. In conseq^iencc of this intelli- 
gence the following disposition^of the troops v^as ordered. 

Colonel Capper, wdth his brigade strengt honed by the 
1st battalion Ifch Bombay regiment h‘cently arrived in 
camp, and a body of Mahrattas, v .s directed to move 
down the southern bank of the Malpurba towards Jollahal, 
while Colonel Wellesley was to march along the northern 
bank by Manolee. Colonel Stevenson was to move 
down the river Gutpurba from llanoor by Cowdclglieo 
towards Bhagalcotl^ah. The Mahrattas were to move 
between Col(?i*cls Wolleslej and Stevenson. 

On the 22nd Aifgust Lieutenant-Colonel Capper arrived 
at the fort of Hooley, the garrison of whiftli had carried 
ofl‘ the bflggage of tlig DrJlgoohs as it was passing on the 
march to Soondootty on ihci^lst, Colfmel Capper attacked 
the place at once and carried it by escalade ; after whijjh 
ho marched to Syringhy, a foijt abomt eight miles east of 
Hooley. The place was strong, the scaling ladders too- 
short, and the resistance determined, •but it was taken 
^i-fter a sharp struggle. ^ heje affairs were brought* to 
the special notice of the Commandcr-in-Chief, by wdiOm 
the following order was issued on the occasion : —

Major-General Brathwaite has received from the Officer 
Commanding in Mysore a report of the very spirited conduct 
‘‘of a detach meftt from his force under Lieutenant- Colonel 
Capper, o^* the 2nd battalion 4ih regiment, Madras, native 
infantry, and composed of detachments from that corps, trom 
the 2nd battalion 2nd, and 1st battalion of the 4th Bombay 
regiments under Captains Lock and Dickinson, and a 'detail of 
Coast and Bombay artillery under Captain iSir John Sinclair. 
This force, on tha.morning of the 22hd August, attacked u!id 
carried by assault the forts of Hooley and Syringhy. 

“The praise with which the Honorable Colon/yl Wellesley 
reports the conduct of the officers of ilop* detachment in 
carrying a ladder to the walls, and of the troops in general 
in the* course of these attac];s is so favorable to their military 
character, that Mjyor-Oeneral Brathwaite deems it his duty to 
announce it to the Army at large ; and to particularize the 
meritorious exertions of Captain Sir John Sinclair with his 
detachment o* artillery in dismounting and carrying a gun 
(which the outer entrance was too small to admit on its 
carriage) for the purpose of bursting the inner gate of the fort 
of Syringhy. This service, successfully performed under a 
heavy fire from the place, reflects the highest honor on that 
officer, and on the gallant detachment under his immediate 
orders.” 

Dhoondiah Prom Pyrngliy Colonel Capper proceqded towards 
tho^Doab!^^ Boodihall, a short distance above the junction of the 

Malpurba with the Kistna, jand ho had got within 20 
miles of Dhoondiah when the Malpurba fell suddenly. 
Dhoondiah, taking advantage of this, crossed near Boodi- 
‘hall on the night of the 24tb, and marched towards the 
Raichoor Do ib.^Eis escap6 was attributed to the miscon- 
duct of the Mahratta tropps with Colonel Capper, who 
refused to proceed in advance and guard the ford as had 
been directed by Colonel Wellesley. 
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On the 5th September Dhoondiah and his pursuers CHAP. XVI. 
occupied the undermentioned positions. Dhcondiah \>'as Positions of 
at Mooski^ nearly in the centre of the Doab ; Colonel troops 
SteiEenson was at Iloonagoonda, closo" to the north- 
western frontier ; Colonel Wellesley near Ilunmunsagur 
at^the south-western frontier; and »he Mahratta and 
^prizam's horse in the centre; the intention being to 
drivo Dhoondiah into the narrow fork between the Kistna 
and Toombuddra, by vvliich the Doab is bounded on the 
east. •

The next few days were passed in getting nearer to the Defeat and 
^ fugitive, andsaA the 10th he was defeated anti killed at DiloondLh. 
Conahgul. The following is an extract from Colonel 
Wellesley's account of his pi’cceedings frorn’the time of 
his entering the Nizam's country up to the conclusion of 
the action. 

“ Caiivp at Yejpulporvtjy \0th September 1800. 

“ After I had crossed the Malpurba at Jeliahal, I marched 
on the 3rd instant, and entered the Nizam’s territories at 
^Hunmunsagur on th*j 5th. As Colonel Stevenson was obliged 
to cross the Malpurba in boats, he was not able to advance 
from that river until the 4th. It appeared to me probable 
that when Dhoondiah should he pressed by the whole of our 
force on the northern side of the Doab, he would reiuni into 
Savauoor by Kanagher.y and Copaul, and would thus impede 
our communication ; or, if fa^^ored by the Patans of Kurnool, 
and the Poligars on the right bank of the Toombuddra, he 
would pass that river and ente^ the territories of the Rajah 
of Mysore. I therefore determined to bring my detachment 
to the southward, and to prevent the execution of either of 
th:ise designs, if he had them : and afterwards push him to 
the eastward, and to take such advantage of his movements 
as I nright bu able ; while Colonel Stevenson should move by 
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OlIAP. XVI. Moodgul and Mooski, at the distance of between 12 and 20 
• irflca^ from .the Kistna, and the Mahratta and Mogul cavalry 
collected in one body between his corps and mine. 

• “ I arrived atl^anaglvcrry on the 7tli, and on the 8th moved 

with the c« vjilry to Buswapoor, and on the 9th to' this^ place ; 
the infantry being an those days at Hutty and Chinnoor, aKout* 
15 miles in my rear. On the 9th in the morning, Dhoondiah 
mov6d from Mudglierry, a place about 25^iles from l>aiclioor, 

^ at which he* had been encamped for some cfays, to v^mhs the 
Kistna; but on iiis road having scon Colondi SteV\)risoo’s 
camp, Jic returned and encamped about 9 miles in my f^ont, 
between me and Bunnoo. it was clear that he di/l not know 
that I was so near him ; and I have reason Know that he^ 
believed lliat I was rfc Chinnoor.'* * 

“ I miovcy forward this /evening, and met his army at a 
place called Conagul, about six miles from hence. He was on 
his march, and to the westward ; tvppai’cntly with the* design 
of passing between ^the Mahratta and^Mogul cavalry au(} my 
detaoliment, which he supposed to be at Chinnoor. He had 
only a large body of cavalry, apparently 5,000, which I 
immediately attacked with tlvj 19th and 25th Dragoons, and 
1st and 2iid regiments of cavalry." 

“ The enemy was strongly posted, wfth his rear and left 
flank covered by the village and rock of ConaguJ, and stocAi for 
some time with apparent firmness; but suoh was the rapidity 
• and determination of the charge made by those four rogi- 
ments, wliloh I was obliged io fo?; a in one line in o];der at all 
to equalize in length *hat of the enemy, tliat the whole gave 
way, and were pursued^ by niy cavalry for many miles. 
Many, among others Dhoondiah, were killed ; and the whole 
body dispersed, and were scattered in small parties over the 
JTacc of the country." 

’ This alludes to the discov^cry of tho fact thnt the headman* of 
Chinnof)r had been furnishing Dhoondiah with intelligence of Colonel 
Wellcslo3’’3 movemonrs, ** '• 
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Part of the enemy’s baggage was still remaining in his camp CHAP. XVI. 
about three miles from Conagul. I returned thither, and^ot 
possession of eleijhants, camels, and everything he had.'* 

“ The complete defeat and dispersion of the enem^ s force, 
and above all, the death of Dhoonditih, pift an end to this 
^.warfiarc, and I cannot avoid taking this oppoftunity of 
expressing my sense of the conduct of thc1t.roo|)S. Upon this 
kifttuMic^iM^thcir determined valour and discipline wore con- 
spicift>us^»0nd*tlv)ir 'conduct, and that of their commanding 
officers^ OipCcl Pater,# !Ma.jor Paterson,® Major Blaciuiore,® ‘ 

Captain Doveton,^ and Captain Price,"’ have*^ deserved rny most 
particular approhation. ^ At the same time I must infonn ycii, 
that all tlietrqgpi have undergone, with the greatest patience 
*and perseverance^ a seric^wof fatiguing services."’ 


Colonel iStevcnsoii came up with tlio retreating enemy Cnionol 
the same evening near Dcodj*oog, and entirely dispersed 
them, capturing their remaining gh7is^ onomy. 

cattje. Colonel WolTbsley in his ’ .-port stated that he 
attributed the opportunity which was given of destroy- 
ing the cnemy\s army to the movements of the detach- 
ment under Colonel Stevenson; in no part of the army

Acquisition of the Ceded Districts, 1800. 

The territory on the i^utli of flip Toomb«iddra and 
Kistna, now known as the Ceded Distr&fCs, which had* 
come into the possession of the Nizam under the treaties 
of 1792 and 1799, was principally held by Pojygar chiefs, 
generally in a statqof rebellion, and from whom both 
Hyder and Tippoo had experlenjed great opposition. 
Matters became worse under the Nizam, so much so that 
ho made over the country to the East India Company on 
the following terms, embodied in a treaty dated 12th 
October 1800, viz. : — , 

Treaty with That two battalions of sepoys, arid one regiment oj’ 
cavalry, with a due proportion of guns jind artillery, 
should be added to the existing Subsidiary Force at 
. Hyderabad, bj'inging the strength up to eight battalions 
of sepoys (<'r 8,00Q firelocks^ and, two regiments of 
cavalry (or 1,000 hoffse), witfi the req’ isite complement 
of guns,* European artjllery&en, lascars, and pioneers,^ 
fully equipped with warlike stores and ammunition. 

That for the regular payment of the whole, all* the

The Government of Bombay, on acquiring the pro- 
‘ viucc of Malaf^^r in ?792, reinstated most of the ciiiefs 
in their p^^sscssions, fixing, at the same time, a moderate 
assessment on their lands ; but tho revenues were not ‘ 
paid, and frequent petty insurrections tookr^?cf^ 
principal qffender, generally known as* the ^c^'y^tjah, 
was a junior member of the family of thfv ^^fi’ah of 
Cotiote near Tetiicherry. During tho early part of i7h7 
hj was at open warfaVe^ with Government, but dilring 
the rainy • season of that year ho Ugrejjj^ to*" resign liis 
pretensions to authority in Cotiv)tc, in consideration of 
an ai^iiualfstipend of 8,000 rupees. 

Shortly afterwards he retired above the? ghauts into 
the Wynaad, whidh at that time was so difficult to 
penetrate tliat Tippoo never attempted to occupy it, but 
contented himself with sending occasional detachments 
from his frontier posts at Kakencottah and Edatora to 
destroy the crops, and to plunder the inhabitants. 

The Rajah, immediately oil his arrival in tho Wynaad, 
made friendly overtures to Tippoo, by whom they were 
favorably received, and who^permitted Ijim to remjfin in 
quiet possession of the greater part of thq district with- 
out paying tA’ibute. Matters continued 09 this footing 
until the conquest of My 3 or 9 ,*^hen* tho Rajah’prefcrred 
a claim to the sovereignty ofj.tho Wynaad on the ground 
that it had been granted to him by Tippoo. 

Colonel Close, and otherp, nominated to inquire, wore 
of opinion that no such grant had been made, and that 
the Rajah’s resilience in the Wynaad had been permitted 
in the hope tliat he would make use of his position tlmro

1 Paiium of tho 
A.u.^on tho iTlth, and^got to tho shore ^out 1 p,M.,'tho 
frigate ttnd sloop keying up a fire alf the time, but from 
8ucl\a distance that a*great part of shot fell into the 
sea. The jungle at the landing-place was so dense that 
the detachment was obliged to mak^a considerable detour, 
end after having been led by •guides for about an hour 
along a path so narrow tliat the men wore obliged to 
iffhrch in single file, it came in sight of the fort standing 
in an open clearing, Thcf troops, after a short halt, 
advanced to the assault, but were received with so heavy 
a fire of grap^ and musketry, aided by that^ of 1;wo field- 
pieces wtich opened •upon •their ri^t flank, that they 
were <fbliged to retreat with^onsiderable ^ loss. Lieute^ 
nants Scott, apd Rawlings of the Indian Navy stood in

Colonel Burr addressed Captain AstM on the 12th, 
urging him to co-operate in an effectual manne^^ by 
anchoring within a proper distance of the fort, but bb he 
declined to comply, the expedition returned to Amboyna,* 
where it arrived upon the 1 9th. Colonel Burr asj?dbf*^i 
the failure to the want of co-operatioir op, the part dF the 
Naval force, and in his report to the Madra^.C-o^’c^ment, 
he mentioned that although Captain Astl^ had promised 
assistance in the shape* o^ soamer and marines, he did 
not furnish any, and that not a single i^n belonging to 
* the fleet was wounded. ' 

Second Tho Albion transport, which had . sailed from 

expedition, for Mp'dras with 1 50 sepoys/ was obliged t<f put 

. back early in March owing to stress of weather. Colonel 
Burr and Mr. Farquhar, being anxious to retrieve thp 
failure, took advantage of this occurrence to make another 
attempt, and on the 2nd April, a detachment of Europeans 
and natives, amounting to 329 fighting men, sailed top 
Ternato under the escort of the Company's squadron, com- 
posed of the Swift commanded by Lieutenant Hayes, 
the Star, the Splinter,^' And the brig Resource.’^ 

Capture of Captai^ Astl6 declined to join the expedition. The 
Koya-meira. having been tedious, the'Ships did not anchor untih 

the 23rd April. The troops were landed, and operations 
Vrere commeiticed a few days afterwards. The strong 
redoubt of EoyA-inpira surrendered on Ithe 8th May,

This was at last effected, and several small 
craft and boats laden with provisions having been inter- 
cepted by the squadron, the garrison became distressed, 

*and unwillingM}© continue the defence. On the evening of 
the 20th fouj Oommissioners, vested with full powers, 
came into camp to discuss the terms of % capitulation. 

These were settled during the Right, and on the morning 
of th^ 2 1st, Fort Orange, ^th its •dependencies, was 
given up. The place was found to be so strong that ijf^ 
could not have been taken l^y^the wseak. force before it, 
had it not been destitute of prqvisiens.

Major Oq)in Macaulay, confiuanding in the province 
o£ Tinnevelly, assembled all the ^wailable troops * at 
Kytatj about 19 mileg nc^th of Palar^eottah, and 17 miles 
dirfict west from Panjalamcoorchy, against which place he 
marched on the 6th February, On the 8th he arrived at 
Kolanelltfor^ and while coming on his em^amping ground, 
he was attacked at several^ points by considerable bodies 
g£ Polygars.

times exceptionable, the (^ovemor in Ooi^ncil considers to be 
peculiarly hazardous in the face of an enemy so avowedly 
supenor to your own force.” 

On the 2nd March j^he fort at Tuticorm was takeh by 
the inshrggnts in consequence of the inisconduct»of the 
garrison, which consisted of a party of the 2nd battalion 
6th regiment under Lieutenant Ormsby. This officer, 
not having^been longer than eight monihil in the country, 
had 'no control over the men, whoapaid no attention to 
his orders, and ^ve up the fort without resistance, oft 
being' assured of their t)wn personal safety. The Poly- 
gars behaved remarkably well on this qpcaft>ion, as they 
put Lieutenant Oryjisby on board a native craft with all 
his effects^ and landed Jiim at the adjacent port of 
Manapur, from whence he made his way to^Palamcotta^

Mr. Bagot, the Postmaster, who Was taken at the i$ame 
time, was released a few days afterwards, without haying 
boeii ill-treated in any way.

The detachment ca^o before Panjalamcoorchy On this ^j^epuiso at 
morning of tJie ^lst*M#ch. ll was an irrogiijar oblong cooiihy!*'* 
about 500 feet m length and 300 ft^t broa<^ and had* 
been oonsideradljwstrengthened since Major Jfacaulay^s 
retreat, the vmlls and bastions liaviiig been raised to the* ^ 
height ef about 12 and 15 feet respectively. Tho whole 
was ^surrounded by** thick hedge A thorns. Major 
Macaulay having deteurminecl to attack the bastion at the 
north-western angle, the «guns were placed in position 
accordingly, and what appeared to be a practicable brerfeh 
having been made by abouffS p.m., tho storming party, 
co^mposed of the two companies 74th, the grenadiers of 
the several uMivD battalions 9 and one battalion company

’^man who showed himself ab(^a thefh^witjiout being 
themselves in the least exposed. MoredVei^ the breach 
having bedh narrow, the front of the assailmr^-c was neces- 
sarily^* contracted. The <iropulse sustained by Colonel 
• Pullarton at this, place in 1 783, was attributed by him to

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Major Macaulay retired to a favorable position about 
1,600 yards from the fort, and encamped theie pen^jmg 
* the amval of reinforcements. The Governor in Council, 
immlSaiately on hearing of the disaster, apj^oiuted Lieuto- 
nant*CGiloner A^ew, then Adjutant -Genera], to com- 
*mand the troops in the field, and invosk)d him with full 
powers, such as had been exercised by Major 'Banner- 
man in 1799. ^ 

77th regiment was sent fi’om Malabar by 
Oolonel.^tevenson, tho^nd battalion fith^egiment M.N.I. 
was ordered from Ceylon# and such troops in the C^natic 
as were avaikblQi were ordered to march foiifchwith for

^ Lieut6|||nt<Col!^fsel Agnew arrived in camp tn thg 21st 
May and thb troops came up the next day. Batteries 
were cohstruoted on the jaight of th*o ^2nd, and on the 
23r4 fire was opened bn the Ibutli-we ^ bastioji and the 
adjoining curtains. A practicable breach having been 
made in the* bastioff, the curtains having been •nearly 
levelled, and the flanking (b^fences ruined, the troops 
moved forward to 4he assault *about 1 oblock on the 
atternoon of the 21th. Their advance was ^pupeded for 
some time By the hedge, «and when they reached the 
summit of the breach, they met with such an obstinate 
resistance that an entrance was not effectefl until after a 
contest of above twenty minutes, when nearlyij(ho whole 
of th^ defmders of the bastion had been killed by hand 
greh^es, mid shot thrown over £he walls.

HISTORT OF THB MADRAS ^RHY. 

Colonel Agnew, on arriving at ^amnad about tbe 
mti3(Jle of JunOj found the northern part of the district 
in revolt^ and that he could not hope tp be supplied with 
^provisions. Ill thesei^circumstances he was compSUed" 
to change Jiis plan of operations*, and therefore marched 
to Madura, wbiclf ho reached on the 4th July. 

LieutonantiColonel Innos,^ commanding in Dindigul, 
having bc(jn directed to co-operate Wii^ the troops in 
Slievagunga, arrived at Nuttum early in June, and on 
th^ 18 th he siirjrisecl and cut up ja party of the r^els 
at Singumpadaree, aboftt^three miies south of^the fort at 
Perah Mally. lie then encamped aW MAnapacherrjr^ 
between Nuttum %nd Perah Mally, for j}h^nurpos0 of, 
covering the advance of certain reinf^rtJemanta expecte(^ 
from Trichinopo^y. On the 8th ho^ was att*acked by the 
rebels in force, who drove in liiiJ oncosts, but thejj^ were 
soon repulsed, an<J having been cBarged by the detach- 
ment of the 5th cavalry supported by the infantry, they 
dispersed, losing p nnmboF ef men. The casualties in 
the cavalry^ were serious \ onsidering the small humbei* 
engaged. 

Colonel Innes returned to Nuttum on the 9th, and 
was joined at that place a few days afterwards by the 
fljuik companies of the regiment DeMdifron, the 2nd 
battalion 12 th regiment pative infantry, 'and strong

Colonel Agnew marched <rom Mauuqj^ on. th^ 22nd»

• The following extracts from «a letter written^ from 
Serruvial by Coloifel Agnew on the SlsI^August will ^ve 
some idea of tho njture of the sei^^ice : — ^ 

Daily Attempts have s^ce been made^o roads to thg 
flank of thecnci^y’s position, but, I am sorry to add, without 
success. Covered by banks and entrenchments agaiiUst which 
tho troops cannot |idvance from tlie*t1iickness of the ji^ngle, 
the enemy has bafiled every attempt which has been made ,to 
penctmte further : tlie pioneers being unable to work under 
thJ fire brought against thc^i by tho rebels frofe situations 
of perfect security. Repeated* failures have dispirited the 
troops, although they liavQ not suffered any Considerable 
and I do not entertain ai^ ex^lpctat^ion of success on this lin& 
l^f attack.*’

Slr^it December, the principal stipuhf.ttens of Vrhicb were 
as follows, viz.; — That a permanent subsidiary, force of^ 
‘ not less than^‘ 6,060 regular native infantry, witlfthe 
usual proportion of field pieces and European jirtillery-. 
men, and' a proper equipment of warlike stofCs anf 
ammunition, should be stationed in His Highness^ domi* 
nions ; arid that for the regular payojeqt of this force, 

• territory, the annual revenue of which was estimated at 
26 lakhs of* rufJ^os, should' bo ce4ed‘ to the Company in 
perpetuity.

About the end of the year a detachmelSt of volaAteers 
^r^mthe bodyguard, consisting of L^Abadar, 1 Jeina4kr> 
2 Havildars, 2 Naigueg and 2O‘^ troopep 0 , proceeded 
to Persia as ^art* of tl^ escort of Captain Malcdim^ 
apppinted Ambassador to that Court. 

Lieutenant Evrns of the infantry Jhaving urged tlTe 
advantages to bo gained by the establishment of a breed*

On the 11th August rules and regulations for the 
management of the company of gentlemen Cadets, of 
which the following is an abstract, wete 'published to the

On the 22nd September 1802 an order was issued for 
the regulation of military Lazars with the view of pre- 
vep,ting the abuses and oppress- ion which had existed 
under the old system. 3^he following .^is an abstract 
the order 

I. All officers commanding forts, stations, or cantonments 
are ^ prohibited, from and after the 1st January 1803, from 
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being engaged, d>ectly or indirectly,* in levying^ deceiving, CHAP. XYt. 
or being concerned in any tax, impost, or receipt from • “5 

bazar, or from any ai^iclc of supply ; or recjpiving, in an^^ • 
manner whatever, any perquisite, or emoAime^t of command 
not expressly authorised by Govornmdht. 

JL Tht^hiuthority^of officers commandirjg forts, or canton- 
ments, over military bazars, or dealers of any description, 

.is hereby expressly limited to the necessary means of preserv- 
ing peace and order, to the prohibition, within the limits of 
their command, of the sale of intoxicating dsugs and liquors, 
to the extent that tjjo Health and disciplfno of the troops, 
may, in tMi^ judgment i^tjuire, and to the puuishmipit oT 
crimes, strictly military, whicJi may be commiked by fol- 
lowers of 2ho army. * *

III. All disputes relative to ptoportjr, all cases ot civil 
injury, or mat?dfs relating to the ^eriei 1 gojice of the coun- 
try, belong 'exclusively To the*jiirisdiei ou of the civil magis- 
trate, /ind military officers shall not inteftqfo theredn. 

IV. Rice, butcher’s meat, and all articles of food for the use 
of the troops; shall be exempt from duties or imposts of any 
d^soription, ei|||Bpt such as may be If'viod by the authority of 
the Collector of the dis^^rict, on the principle which regulates 
the ordinary 'tSbllcction of the revenue. 

V. The TurciliJe seizure of s|jeep is expressly prohibited. 

Annually, in the month of July, vvIkmi a statement shall 
ha VO been recoivod of the amount collected ^from military 
^bazars un^pr thd direction of tlnfBoai’d^ of Revenue, a com-

During August 1?®9 a representation y'gartling th^t Protracted 
(condition of the Native troops servin|^ at jAmboyiia and 
Banda was received by Governmtot from Lieutenant- service, 1799. 
Ctelonel ifcNeilo, commanding in the I^jgistern.islands. 

He stated that the 17th battalion had beeif'four years * 
on foreign serv^co^ ^aiid the volunteers from the 11th 
battalion nearly three years, although at tfie time of 
their embarkation the men did not evpeiffc to be absent 
for more than a yeaT. Ho pointed out their suflferingjs 
from the <?limat^ and from want of pay ; arrears for 
13 monthJWfaving been duo at the date of hisVeport, and 
be concluded by saying that bad htalrlf had prevailed 
to so di&Wij^ipg an excess as Jjo h-it'e occasioned more 
instances of insanity* and • suicide tb^n* I have before 
known in the whole iipurso of my S‘-**vice.^^ 

Major-General Brathwaitfe, then in command at Madras 
during the absence of General Harris in the field, when 
forwarding Colonel McNeile's •iQtter to Governinent^ 
proposed to raise tw'j or mere corps of 500 men each for 
the special purpose of foreign service. 

This proposal was not ^tdopted, but the Supreme MoasnroH 
Government were rcqucst/)d to order the Bengal MaritiO 
battalion to relievo the Madras Native troop^j, as the acces- • 
sion of territory from the conquest of Mysore rendered it 
impos^ble foV the Madras Government to spare men for 
that purpose. * • ‘ •

not to receive batta in any situation until they are of ago to

Oil the lltb August 1800 the .Bengal Marino battalion^ 
about 74-7 sirong, jvith 2§9 follow( rs, ^including women 
and children, embarked at ^Hidras und '' Captain ybomas 
Brougham for the relief of the Madras Native* troops 
serving at Malacca ^lud A^^l^oyna. About two-thirds of 
this corps were Maheunedans. 

The 2nd bfitfalion 1st regiment (formerly the 17th 
battalion) ana the Madras* Volunteer batta][^oii rofurned 
tb the coast in May ISO!.* The following is an extract 
from a (leneral Order issued on the occasion .

On the 22nd May an order, from which ‘the following 
is an extract, was published regarding camp equipage and 
hutting : — 

Hospitals j and buildings for the reception of the arms, 
stores, and gram of regiments of cavalry, *and ^or the arms 
and stores of battalions of infantry, will be provided at fixed 
stations at the expense of Government, but the m'cJn, when 
not encamped, must be Hutted without any additionaf expense 
to the public, as it ik to be V early understood that the allow- 
ance for the provision' and carriage of camp equipage is to 
defray all expenses for cover to tho ''Native troops in the 
field, in cantonment, or in ^rrison, in peace or in war.”

FROM THE COMMENCEMENT OP THE MAHBArJlA WAR IN 
1803, •TO TllE TREATY WITH H^LKAR IN ftofe. * ^ 


CHAP. XVII. Major-General Wellesley arrived before Abmednuggur 
Ahmed* • Au^ist 1803, and foi^id the pettah occfiplod 

nuggur, 1803. J)y a 'oody of Arabs, jsupportdjl by one of Scindiah’s 
regular battalions, and a numbeB of^ horsd encamped 
between the pettah and the fort. The Killa^ar having 
refused to^surreiitler,1bhe pettah was immediately attacked 
by escalade in thnee cobimns. TCbe curtains were about 
eighteen feet iif Height, connected*at every hundred yards 
by towers or bastions held by Arabs. The first column, 
composed of the pickets, •and the fiank companies 
II.M.^s 78th regiment under Lieutenant-Colonel Harness, 
planted the ladders op"^ one of the curtains, but as these 
had no ramparts, the men en getjjiing to the top found 
nothing on which to stand, and were conseqifently obliged 
to desist. The 78th alone had 55 killed and wouiiaSd, of 
whom 4 were ofiicers. * 

Storm of the The right. coIumn, composed of the flank companies 
pottah. H.M.^s 74th, and tbo 1 st battalion {Ird regiment, all under 
Captain Vesey of the lattof, was mv./e fortunate, as it 
escaladed at a re-entering angle touching one of tjie bas- 
tions. The Arabs /nade pn obstinate defence, but after 
a sharp struggle, during wliich 13 of the 74th, and 18 of 
the 3rd were Ailled or wounded, the men made good 
their footing, and getting; down into* the pettah^ they 
epened the gate to tho -third party under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wallace, composed of the battalion companies of 
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the 74th^ and the 1st battalion 8th ‘regiment. , . The two cilAP.xvii, 
columns uniting, the place was speedily clea^red of its 
defenders. f ^ 


Our total loss' during the storm amounb/d to 27 killed 
and 92 wounded. 


bn tte morning the 9th, a position withiu 400 yards 
of the fort, was seized by Colonel Wallace with five 
companies of tho'‘74ih, and the 2nd battalion *1 2th regi- 
ment. During the night a battery for four guns was 
constructed at this post, and opened rt daylight with 
such effect that the Kilkdar surrendered, and gave ujy 
the place on condition that the garrison shoulthbo allowed 
to depart ^ith their private property. 


He marched out accordingly on tlip morning of tho Summdrr of 
12th, with aboiSb 1,400 men, many whom wpre Arabs. 

Tho fort was found to cortain a largo quantity of military 
stores; The gunpowder wss of s.Aoh good (juality that 
tho General made use of it to replace that which had been 
expended during the siege. 

’The troops engaged in this service received tho thanks 
of the Go versior- General in Council conveyed in an order 
dated^s^ Fort William on the 8th September 1803. 


After having made arrangements for tho settlement of Oenf^rni 
the districts dependent upon Ahmednuggur, and having 'n.slo'ilTho 
placed a g?.rrisoil^ in the fort. General Wellesley marched 
to the northward, and crossevl tho Codavery on tho 21st 
and 22nd August at Toka, where he was joined on tho 
25th by Major Dallas with the 1st battalion 10th regi- 
ment.

On 
the 6th, and again on thu9th, ho siarpnsed ahd dispersed 
the camps* of two parties of the enemy’s l^rse, after 
which ho halted at Bhdnapoor near Jaulna for some days. 

In the moantimfe the ionfeder»tes, wh/> had arrived in 
the neigh bourliood of Partpor vfith the apparent inten- 
tion of marching upon Hyderabad, suddenly brolce up 
their camp on the night of thd 6th September, and returned 
to the Adjunta ghaut, whore they effected a junction with 
their artillery and infantry, 

Geueral Wellesley, who had been watching their move- 
ments, was delayed on the Godavery until the^ 18th 
September, when the arrival of a large coifvoy, escorted by. 
the 1st battalion 4th regiment under Major Hill, enabled 
him to prepare to bring tV enoAiy to action. On the 19th 
he detached ^lie Isi battalion^ S^d, and the 2nd battalion

Scindiah’s cavalry cliarged the let battalion 6th 
regiment; which was on the left of « Colonel Stevenson^s 
division, but they were repulsed with loss. The qnemy 
made* no further attempt, and gave way immediately 
'afterwards, leaving 38 ^uns, and all their ommuUition. 
The cavalry, under the Honorable Lieutenant-Colonel 
SoVifleger of the^,6th cegiment, pursued them 'for several 
miles^ kiKed groat numbers, and captured a quantity of

baggage, together with many elephants ahd camels. The 
pursuit was continiied for tWo days^ and with great effect, 
by the irregulaV horse belonging to the Nizam, the 
Bajah of Mysore, and the Poshwah. 

Our loss was inconscderable,^ viz., 15 Europeans killed, 
14^ wounded, and 2 miss^g; 31 natives killed, 163 
wounded, and 5 missing ; 19 horses killed, 9 wounded, 
and 11 missing* 

After the battle, the General lost nOrtime in commenc- * 
ing the siege of Gawilghur, a ^fortress of great strength,

encamped near BUich|^r on the • 5th December^ and 
halted on the 6th to establish a hospital {or the wounded* 

On the same day the Ist battalion Sad regiment^ under 
LieutenantjcColonel Chalmers^ was senj^ to ^drive the 
enemy from their position on the south of the^ort^ while 
two companies oi^tl^e 94th, and the 1st battalion 6th 
regiment^ all under Oaptain Maitland of the latter, took 
possession of the fortified village of Danfergaum which 
commanded the road 'by which Colpnel Stevenson waS to^^ 
advance in ofder to take up hia position on the north of 
the fort, that being the side it was proposed *to attack. 

Colonel Stevenson crossed the river *Sap an near Jinkerra 
on the 7th, and reached l^s destinjition on the 12t)i, having 
02 :perienced«the*greateat difficulty in ^efting«his guns 
and stores over the hills and ravin* ^ through which his 
route lay# General Wellesley took up* his ground at 
Deogaum on the southern side. Practicable breaches in 
the outer fort having been efforted^by the night of jihe

f Lieutenant-Colojaels Desse and Lang, and Captain

The captifro of this fortress having opened the way to 
Nagpore, the capital of Berar, the Rn.jah immediately 
sent Vakeels with full powers to c(?nclude a peace. A 
treaty was signfed accordingly at Deogaum on the 17 th 
IJeccmuor. 

As this event enabled the General to^prepate to dfrect 
his wlicWe force against Scindialr, that chieftain also sued 
for peace, and onHhe iiOth December, a treaty with him 
was conelvdod at Surjeo ARjc'Rgapin. 

These trOatios weyo ratified by., the Go vemor- General 
in Council, the former on the 9th January, and the latter 
on the 4th February 1801. • 

The following account of the troops of the Mahratta 
confederates is taken i^rom a report made by Lieutenant- 
General Stuart to the Eight Honorable Lord Hobart : — 

“ Scindiah’s army consisted of a largo amonht of infantry 
regularly constituted, composed of natives frpm the* north of 
Hiudostan, the finest men in India, conducted by European 
officers, and possessing all the advantages df discipline, of 
long experience in war, and of the Confidence inspired by 
numerous successes. , 

‘^His artillery had attained a degree of proficiendy which 
was scarcely to be surpassed by the skill of European troops, 
and the founderies, which weto crtablished in his dominions 
under the direction ot' European offi'^ers, had supplied an 
extensive train or ordnance of excellent manufacture. 


’ This officer died in April 1804 from the oiffect of wounds received at 
the storm. 
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‘‘His cavalry, although •t^merouSjVas inferior quality 
to hi^ infantry, and inferior indeed in ,u.ctivitjf,, boldnesg, 
and skill, to the formeni^tevalry of the Mahrattas. 

“ In all the actions whreh have been fought, his ti’ooph 
performed evolutions with a facility and order, which denoted 
a cqns.idcrabie progress in European tactics. 

“ The troops of the Hajah of Berar were constftutcd upon 
the same principles with those of Sciudiah, but they possessed 
less experience, and \Jerc less respectable than th<^ latter.** 

Shortly after the conclusicm of the ireaties, Major-

On the 10th November 1804, the Resolutions of the Thanks of the 
HouSt of Commons, dated 3rd May, in which the officers 
and men were thanked for their services diirii^g the war, 
weye republished at Port St. George, togpther with those 
of the Court of Directors, and the General Court of 
Proprietors of th^ Bast India Coinpanv to the same effect. 

The Governor-General in* Council cMrccted that^ those 
Besolirtions should be road at the sc v oral stations to the 
troops under arms, and tliat they should bo particularly 
explained to the native ranks. ^ 

Field FciRCe the Doab, 1803. 

When Major-General Wellesley first advanced into the Annj of 
J^ahratta country, a strong force was assembled in the 
Raichore Doab as a reserve under General Stuart, the 
Commandor-in-Chief, but the retention of this having been 
considered unnecessary, he re turned to Madras in August, 
and the fpree was disposed of in the following manner, 
viz., two^battalions ^ of native infantry were sent to join 
General Wellesley — a division, composed of cavalry, 
artillery, infantry, and pioneers, remained near Moodgql 
in the Doab under Major-General Dugald 'Campbell com-

Early in 1805 a for(?,e was 
sent against the Rajah of Kunkah in the north of the 
district, and succoo^pd in obliging him to submit in 
Mai^ch. With this event the conquest of the province 
may be said to have been completed.

,mcn. Intoxicated by success he made the most extra- 
vagant demands for the Session of territory^ both in the

The upper fort i/as found to bo remarkably strong, and 
capable of making a good defence. ^ # **** 

LussSgau^ Whep aj5proaching Chandore on the 8th, the 2nd 
battalion 7th regiment under Captain Brovm, with a 
couple of 1 2-pounders, was detached against the fort of 
Lussulgaum, situated about 12 *miles to the south of 
Chandore, regarding the strergth, of which we had no 
information. The gate of thp pettah was blown open, and 
the men advanced without much opposition, but on 
getting through the' pettah they found themselves in 
front of a high citadel, from which so heavy a fire was 
opened that the European officers were either killed or 
disabled, and the greater part of the ammunition having 
been expended, the battalion retired into the pettah, * 
where it was joined during the* night by a reinforcement 
composed of a regiment of native cavalry, two companies 
of the 94th. and five .companies '’1st battalion 11th regi- 
ment, all under Major SimOns of the latter. The assault 
was renewed early on^ the morning of the 9th, and the 
place was carried by the Storming party under Captain 
Lindsay of the 11th, after a despe^p.te resistance made 
by the Arab garrison, all of whom, 80 in number, were

The fort of Dhoorb^ situated i^bout 18 piiles west of Surroi.der of 
Chandore, having beeij^ included in the capitulation of 
that place^ it was taken possession^ of on the 14th, by a 
de^aghment Ist battalion 3rd regiment, under Captain 
Welsh! 


On the 21st the force arrived at Galna, a hill fort of Oaptmeof 
great strength situated about 87 miles north-west of 
Aurangabad. The pe^tah was occupied on the 22nd 
without opposition, except by the fire frdm the fort* Which 
did no execution owing to the good cover afforded by 
the buildings in the pettah. Two breached we^e made 
during the 25th, and the Killadar surrendered the next 
day on condition that he and the garrison should be per- 
mitted to retire' with their private prupffrtj . The ascents 
to the breaches wero extremely jfficult, and,.jis the 
garrison consisted of 500 men, chiefly Arabs, all well 
armed, it was fortunate that tho place had not to be 
stormed. Tho loss in tho Hyc'erabad^ detachment Casualties, 
amounted to 1 man killed aoid 9 men wounded. 


The capture of these forts having deprived Holkar of all Colonel 
his possessions to the south of tho river Taptee, Lieute- Bunneua. 
nant-Oolonel Wallace proceeded tc Bunneira, a central 
position in Candeish, whefe he# encamped pending further 
orders.

The ‘Services of LieutenanInQoIonel Wallace, and of 
, the troopsj» were ^aly*acknowfedged by the Governor- 
General, and « the operations were ^escribed by General 
. Wellesley as having been of the^^test importance, and 
as having beSn performed with a degree of gallantry, 
celerity, and skill, seldom surpassed. * # 

Li§utena4t-Colonel Haliburton, having been promoted 
to the rank of Colonel about this time, assumed command 
of the whole force, shortly after, which Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wallacerwas recalled to Poonah, but the brig|ides 
from*that place finder Lieutena«it-Colonels Coleman and 
Ifudleston oontinucd in the field, • ^ 

Early^in December, Mr. Jenkins, then acting Besident 
with Scindiah, sijspecting that the Bajah of Berar medi- 
tated ^n *Lncursion into the territories of the Nizam, 
called up ijhe Madras troops from*Candeifeh. ^ In compli- 
ance w^th this requisition, Colooiel Haliburton arrived at 
Omraoty ^ on the 15th January 1805, but the alarm 
proving to bo without foundation, he withdrew and 
encamped at Futtypji'or, close to the frontier of West 
Berar, about 30 miles south- j^est of the town of Mulka- 
poor, where he remained until Februaay, when, in 
conformity with instructions from the Governon^ General, 
he ^fell back to the northern bank the Godavery 
near Peepulgaum. •

The attack was DecomW 
made in large number!^ and baggage ^valued about 
12,000 rupees was carried off, but most^)f the public 
property ^was saved by the exertions of the escort, who, 
at last, succeeded in l»eating off the marauders. In conse- 
quence of this aff|tir^ and of Scindiah^s refusal to dismiss January 
the Minister, Mr. Jenkins quitted the camp oh the 23rd 
January 1805, and marched to a distance of 14 miles. 

He was immediately followed bpr meiAengers entreat- 
ing him to return, a;id promising compliaiTCe with his 
demands. Mr. Jenkins accordingly retuAed. on the 
24th, but on the 25th, while in^ attendance on Scindiah 
accompanied by Lieutenant Josiah Stewart/ commanding 
the escort, his tamp w^s surrounded a largo body of 
ScindiaVs Pindarries* who succeedc'^ in plundering it in 
spite bf the gallant defence made by the* escort, composed 
of two companies 2nd battalion 11th regiment, and a 
party of the body guard. Lieutenant Green of the ^Ith, 
and Mr. Wise, the Residency Surgeon, were wounded, 
and several mfen of the detachment killed and wounded. 

Scindiah, •wEo was believed to have been innocent of 
*ahy complicity with the perpetra^prs of this outrage, 
expressed great horror Ad Regret, and promised full 
reparatiorv 

Mr. Jenkins, in his report bo the Supreme Government, Good 
which was republished in General Orders at Madras *on the^ecort^ • 
the 21st May 18(^6, spoke mosUhighly of the conduct of 
Lieutenants Stewart and Green, and. of that of the native 
officers and men of ibhe detachment ; in qpnsideration of 
which he recommended that ^he families of those who

Earfy in 1605 the conduct gf Scindiah ajipeared so 
suspicious jjhat it was considered necessary to ho pre- 
pared for a renewal of hostilities^ add oil the 20th April 
Colonel Haliburton^ was^ordorec^to advance to his former 
position at IJutt^poor. .Affairs won* it this state when 
Scindiah, on the approach toward'* him of the* army 
under General Lake, suddenly made a precipitate retreat 
towards the Ohumbnl, by which the Governor-General 
WM relieved from any apprehension df war in the Decoan. 
Nevertheless, it was Ptill thought expedient that tho 
Madras Field ’^orce should proceed to Futtypoor as 
directed, there tg await the course of events.

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Thd Isi cavalry^ uiider Haiov Neale^ whiqh had left 
Bellary about the end of !March in order icT jojn the 
Poonah Sub3idiary force near ^hmednuggnr^ arrived at 
Baramuttee pn the 23rd Apri£^ and while there Major 
Neale received intelligence that a body of feeebooters 
was in the neighbourhood of Inderpoor. Oif the S4th he 
was'jomed^by a detachment 1st battalion 2nd regiment 
under Lieutenant Peile, and making a night march he 
crossed the Beema at 3 a.m. on thei 25th9 and hours 
later he oame^'m sight of the enemy at the village of 
powuigaum Iho mounted portion went ofif at once^ 
but the infantry^ consisting of about 350 Axabs, tormed 
in froi t ot their encampment.

Colonel Haliburton having died in efuly, was succeeded 
in the command at Futtypoor by Colonel Wallace, who 
retained it until tho early part of 1806, Vheu whe ratifica* 
tion ot a new treaty with Bcmdiah, and the <?>nolU8ion 
of peace with Holkar, led to tho breaking up of «the force 
shortly afterward*- The troops belonf;,ing to the Hyder- 
abad Subsidiary f^rce retuimod to Hyderabad under 
Lieutenant-Cf lonel Lang, and Oolbnel Wallace marched 
to Poonah with the rest. 

During tho contimianpe of the force near Futtypoor, 
detachments weic sent out from time to time against the

One of thase detachments,^ composed oft the 2:*4 cavalry, • “T" 

the 2nd battalion 7th ^r^ment, and a party of artillery, * 
under Captain Hopetou Soj^tt of the 7th, sui^rised a bod^ • 
of Mahratta planderers near Mulkapoor bn tlie 22nd 
Decpmlier^lSOS. Their number was computed at 3,000 
horse, 4 guns, and a Lmall party of infantry. »*Thoy were 
completely defeatqjdi, losing their guns and baggage.

On the 19th June 180ft, Mr, Parisfii, Collector and 
Magistrate of Madu'ra, left Dindigul for Veerapatchy in 
consequence of^cOrtain disturbances existing in that part 
of the districb, but as .these were not believed' to be 
herious, his escort wad limited to 40 sepoys and about 
200 armed peons. 
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On the afternoon of i^e 20th^ when within 9 march of CHAP. XVil. 
his destination I Mr. Parish was attacl^ed by, h body ;pf ,xhe OoUeotor 
the insurgents^ estin^ated at abqpt l,000»men. After 
maintaining his ground for some time^ daring which lie , 
lost several of his best peons, Mr. Parish retreated to a 
dis(Qantled<T fort near the place where he had been 
attacked, and from ^^thence ho made his way back to 
Dindigul, where lie arrived the next day. 

On receipt of th^.s intelligence at Trichinopoly, five Ci^tain 
companies 2 nd battalion 13th regiment (26th M.N.I.) 
were immediately dispatched to Dindigiil under Oaptaiij 
Galbraith Hamilton.. On thejiight of the 4th July a 
party of the rebels under Letchmana ]N'aigi\e, their 
principal leader, was surprised near Pcottoornuttum by 
Captain Hamilton with the Hank componies of his detach- 
ment. SevpraPof the, rebels were killed, and the rest 
dispersed, leaving 80 pikes* and so oral matchlocks on 
the ground. 

Captain Hamilton again surprised Letchmana Naigue 
about noon on the 7th while resting with his party in 
the bed of a river. A teu were killed, the rest fled, 
leaving 86 pik'es, 17 matchlocks, 4 jinjals, and a number

Letchmana Naigue was taken on the 1 1th by the Poly- 
gar of Myawaddy, and given vup to Captain Chambers ♦

•o^the lanc(S|helil by thepPolygafe of Chittoor wasreyised 
and fixed after a mivute examination of the village 
^adcountSj whic]|} wore snbmitte^ for the purpose. The 
assessment tli&s fixed* wus paid with punctuality at firsts 
hut the Polygara^aoon relapgied into the contumaoious 
and disorderly habits for which they had been notorious 
under the feeble administration of the.Nawaubs of the 
Carnatic^ and^ taking advantage of #the disturbances of 
the period, they ceased to make any payments, <iud 
having •assembled considerable •bodies of armed peons, 
they began to plunder villages in the.Oompanj^s territory.

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By the end of September the nlitneroas hitt-folts and 
stoc]^ades having been deltroyed/and the armetfl followers; 
of the Polygara hav^g been dispersed? Government 
directed Colonel Darley*|o suspend •hostilities ; and they 
appointed a Commission of three experienced officers of 
the Civil ^Service to meet at Ohittoor for the purpose of 
redressing any grievances of which the Polygars might 
have just cause, tg, complain^ and also of revising the 
system of managemmt in the Pollams. The troops were 
accordingly withdrawn^ and the Polygar chiefs came into 
^phittoor on the requisition of the Commissioners, Ipit 
tlmy brought 5,0.00 armed nuin with them, and after a 
fruitless discussion whicn lasted some days, theynsuddenly 
quitted Chittoor, and again broke out into insurrection. 

About the end of November a re^»pectable force ^ was 
assembled at Vellore* under Lieu^mant-Colonel Mony- 
pennjfT, JJ^.M.^s 73ru regiment, wL was invested with 
full powers. He reached Chittoor on the 13th December 
and immediately issued notifications to all the chiefs, 
calling upon them to surrender within seven days on 
pain of forfeiture. These notifications having been 
disregarded except by the Polygars of Nargunty and 
Goodiput, martial law was proclaimed, and on the 23rd 
the detachment marched to Mograul, about sixteen 
*xniles north of Chittoor. The fort was evacuated on the 
approach of the troops, and the Polygars retired to a 
steep Prnd rocky hill close by. On the morning of the

By the regulations established by 'Marquis 
Cornwallis* in lj?88, for the annual ddmputatiou of the off- 
reckonings, thosQiof the European artillery, and infantry are 
calculated upon t^e actual strength ; but in regard to the 
Native corps, tho establi<«hcd strength is taken,, whether the 
same be cono^pleto or not ; hence if theses corps be deficient, 
the company are charged with off-reckonings foP^a greater 
number th^n are clothed, and the clothing being issued to tlie 
effectives only, tho fund for* distribution is thus increased.*’ 


“ Para. 23. * * ^ As tlio mode of calcula^ang the off- 

reckonings above noticed appears exceptionable, we direct 
that in future the stop^ges from the men actually clothed be 
considered as the fund applica,ble to distribution, and that 
the off-reckonings shall be calculated up^n the effective 
strength only of all the corps. ’ ^ 


“ Para. 34. . In fact we 2«re convinced that *^e interests 

* * t 

of the Liotttonant-Colonels are amply provided » for in the 
prospects held out to them by'tho arrangement for distribut- 
ing the off-reckonings, which, after mature deliberation, we 
have resolved on, and which is as follows : — 

“ 1. That the off-reckonings at all the Presidencies, from 
tho regular corps^f artillery, infantry, pnd cavalry, calculated 
as above dirr ited, be drawn into a general^fund. 

2. That a retired list*of Qeneral Officers, or Colonels, be 
formed, who are to be struck off the strength of the Army, 
and considered altogether out of the service ; the number to 
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be twenty -one, viz., nine from Ben|al, eight frop Madias, CEAP. JeVTS^ 
and four from Bonibay. Tha senior officer^ fromalj| the corgs ^ 
at each Presidency, ac^oriing to the dates of ^heir commis- 
sions, to form this list^ nnless it should bo thought proper by 
our Governments to reserycl any of this clas^^of officers for 
staff appointments. ^ 

^hart each of the retired Generals *01 Colonels above 
menliodbd, be allowed the sum of £543-15-0 per annum^from 
the off-reckoning fiind*tn addition to the ful^or hitlf pay they 
may be entitled to ac^rdiiig to the length of their actual 
ser^lbe in India. 

“ 4. That the remaiudeV of the off-reckoning fund

IBome doubts 
may also be fairly entertained w'A :tli^r^ these »,erdhbri| were 
strictly compatible with those of 1796, under the construction 
of which those officers fame to Europe ; the alteration in the 
ordei^ of 1798 by the present arrangement, which in a great 
degree reverts to that of 17l56, gives the officers above- 
mentioned a just and equitable claim to partiCijtpation 
benefits derivable from the change of systoi^i, and we have

■break through an established pa’actice^ it was* the duty of 
GQypigiTnftTit. to discountenance habits o^usolfyss , 
exjiense, incompatible with the *w^l-re^ulated^ co^stitu- 
"lion of any army, and^to relievo, by tiie weigjit of their 
sanction and aitmonition, the feel'a^s of officers, who 
"inigb^r qfctherwise bo •rebictaKirt to depart from wlmt may 
have grown up into’ a general habit.

The coi^pany of the regiment of Wijrtomberg, com- ’ 
manded by Captaip Gaupp, which had been admitted 
into the British Service in x798pi having bgg^omo 
cient in consequence of the great reduction in the number 
of men, it was ordered to be struck off the strength of 
the Indian Array from the Ist September 1804. 

The officers and men were allo^^ed to retire on full pay, 
in consideration of the distinguished 'uf* dLv 

company, and such of the latter as were^able and willing 
to Serve, were admitted as privates into the India 
Company's European infantry. 

On the 27th March 1805 an orc*3r was issued pre- 
scribing certain rules for *the performance of niarriages, 
baptisms, and funems^ and for the preparation of 
registers ; of which order the following is a precis : — 

(1) Regislyjrs of marriages, baptisms, and funerals 
to oe kept by every Clergyman, Magistrate, or 
Military officer who may perform them.

The Cora mander-in>Chiof Bad gone on a tohr of inspec- 
tion about the middle ot and whHo^ at^ Niunjidroog 
in the end of Juno he received a letKor front Lieutc^naut- 
Colonch JarBes Brunton, an^able and experioiu’od officer, 
then holding the appointment of Military Auditor Ueiieviil.

After l^he uiuKny, wdicri tlie.refercifco from Nundi- 
droog .became the ^iubject^ Vf Kliscv^f'^ion, Lord William 
Bcntinek gjwo tlfo following roasohs -for vf./ir-Saving* inter- 
fered in a decided manner. Me remarked, in the first 
placp, that the alteration in the tiirband had boon ordered 
without any communication ‘ witli^Governraont, and that 
when the 2tu1 of the 4th refused to w('A‘r it, the order 
instantly issued by tho Commauder-iu-tyiief, hi which ho 
declared liis rcsoliilion to pi^t down all such manif(^ 
tions in the ^ust vigorou4 maKner, was of sjjich i^charac- 
ter that Government, on becoming acqrtainted*therewitl^,

Frequent secret meetings w(»re*h(>ld in \he lines, of the 
* native battalions at Vgllorcs aj; winch tlie ini*n bound 
themselves to resist alb innqvations, ami 'linalty formed 
‘ tho.plan. for the attac'k a^dML■strlU‘l .11 of the MiiVopeau 
officers and men. These moelings were attended by the 
majority of the native officers, .ami by several of tlic 
ix'taincrs of the sons of Tippoo then confined in the fort. 

On the night of tlu' 17th June, the intentions of the 
•mutineers were divulged to Lieutenant-Colonel Forbes 
of the 1st, by ifiistapha Beg, a private of the battalion. 
The ^V)lonel, instead of m?ikin^ caittious inquiries, sent 
for his native? offi(*ors, who, on^being qiiesti^,/nod, affirmed 
fheir innobence of any jevil intention, professed their 
readiness^ to wear the turhand, and persuaded Colonel 
Forbes to. place the sepoy in conftymrnent as being insane. 

It also appears Ybat a Kuro^^oan wo‘inail name<l Burke 
would have given information had she hot been prevented.

FancourC to state w'hat she had lifeard, as well as to apply for

Most of tlio sepoys lived in the 
pettalj, but tlieir arms were lodgt'd in tlie fort. 

The men for geiioiaLduty on the night of the 9th July 
were tak;en from ih(} tiOtJi, and the 1st regiment. 

'J'he detail (n trio tiOth consisted of 3 sorjo/ints, I corpo- 
rals, 2 drummers, and 4! prvatc.i, under Lieutenants 
El(‘y and Po])ham. 

'fho men wore diyided between the main guard, the 
gonr?nil magazine, and the gate, but the number at each 
post has not been prc'cistdy aseijrt lined.

“ Having tbo command of the dotaohnumt stationed at 
Vellore, 1 conceived it' proper to mount a guard consisting of 
one serjc'ant, tw’o corporals, imi* twelve privates, placing three 
sentinels from it on sjicli parts of tlic baiTf>ck.s as I thought 
wu^uld most conduce to their order and togularity. “The 
account f received from Heijeant Oosgrave^ w^ho was ser^’eant 
of tUo barrack guard on the lOtli of July, and was so ser.^erely 
wounded UvS to render him incapable of being of further 
service to His Majes^^y. He gives the following slatoment of 
the transaction. Ht'aring p trampling of feet, ho called to 
the sentry at the guani house door al)oat half past two 
o’clock, expressing his astbnishment thet the patrol should 
pass that way. He„had scarce spoke when a party of sepoys 
formcid in fronrof the gate, and discharged a volley of mus- 
ketry on the guard, and in the oarracks, by which several of 
the C9th fell. On the guards getting under arms the sepoys 
quitted that station, when an instaataneous, and general 
attack was made upon the barracks.

lived ill <lie yuilaee close to Colonel Marriott^s quarters. 

About ft oV-lock the Colonel* lieard that tlie' Burop'hans 
were •coming out of the barracks, ]>’it he did not venture 
to leave his house until about 10^ \.M., wliea the gate 
was blown open, arnl the troops entered the fort. 

fijuice-naigno Mahonu'd V^acooh of the 1st, who was on 
th'L^ in-iying pickc‘t, went lo the house of Captain Marrett 
of the sjinic battalion aboyt 3 A.M., and. w’arned him not 
to go nejii’ the barracks as the men of the 4.23rd w§ro 
firing npop them. Caphiin Marrett immediately wont' to 
tlio Amboor gate^ wher(t he foi?,nd a guard of his own 
regiiiKuit under arms. The naiguo of this ^guard, Syed 
Ahmed, also aclvi.si‘il him not to apfiroacli the barracks, 
upon wbicli ho retiiriKMl to* his ([uartors, where he was 
joined by ljieutenant-'lli<^ett of the 09th. Presently they 
resolved to go tollu‘ main guard, and on the W'ay they 
passed Jiiiother guard posted on the Nawab^s bastion 
near the north-west angle ol‘ the palace Vencatram, 
the naigue iu command of this gmnd, told Captain 
Marrett not to venture iu*ir ilic jiarade, upon which the 
two officer.'^ lyturnod to the olhei side of the palace by 
the magazine, and mcc coded in gairhig a house behind 
the main guard. After wailing there a short ^ime they 
got over the wall intu the main guard, which had been 
deserted, and they couccahid thoiriselvos there until the 
arrival of the mvalry. 

Lieut cnanc Swing of the 1st having become separated 
from the other officers rfter leaving the house of Surgeon 
Jones, assembled sevei*al European stragglers, and 
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anilcmg^ bis way out of the fort^^ePjoined Colonbl Forbes. 
^Cheee two officers^ eccompanied by a lyimber of unarmed 
menlbeloiigiug to th^\st*battalioii^ then toofc ^possession 
of the principal hill fort, where they f hummed until after 
the dispersion of the mij^tiseers. ^ \ ^ 

Major Cqatea, on hearing the beginning of the firing, 
endeavoured, together with some officers of the 2«^d, to 
enter thfi fort, bu^ being unable to ofTect thi<%, he sent off 
an officer to Arcot with a letter for C(^lonol* Gillespie, 
who commanded the cavalry cantoniuexft at that place, 
distant about 16 miles frqm Vellore. The letter •having 
reached the Colonel about 6 o\*loc1c \ m , ho set out imme- 
diately, taking wi^ki him a aqudlHron of the If^tl^ dragoons 
uxSSer Captain Young, supportec^by a stjong troop of the 
, ?th cavalry under Lieutenant Wootlhousc, loading orders 
for Colonel Kennedy to follow with iuo resi of fche cavalry, 
with the ex^ption ^f a detachmc r left to protect the 
canfonment *and to k^p up the comm ufn cation 

When Colonel Gillespie ariived be found the draw- 
bridge down, and the two outer gates open The ^third 
gate was opened from the*insido by some of the 69th, 
who were let dc^n from the rampart by their comrades. 

This progress, was made without loss owing to the 
position occupied by tfie 6^th, but ^hen tlio dotachment 
came in front of the fourth, or inner gatc,^tho approach 
t^iereto w%8 found* to be completely confmanded by the 
fire of the mutineers, that /Colonel Gillespie thought it 
prudent to await the arrival of die|^uns. In the meantime,^ 
ill order to encou{age the brave inen above the gateway, 
who, being without ammunition, h%d to trust to tbair 
bayonets alone.

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a rope, anil immediately began to employ the men in tarn- 
the guns towaf*ds the interi^ of the place, and while 
thus engaged the rest of the eaVal^^came up from Arcot. 
olt^was then about J,0 oVdock. Tho gate was blown open 
at the first dischargo from the galloper guns of the 
I9th under tho direction of Ljeutenant Blakijiton of the 
Engineers, and the troops entered the place headed by a 
squadron of tho dragoons under Captain Skelton, hand- 
somely supported hy the native cavalry. 

Colonel Oillesj)io, descending Irom the rampart, joined 
in the f-ttack, anti in about a quarter of an hour the fort 
was again in our posbi‘ssion. About 350 ^ sepo^cs were 
killed, the lest escaped by tho sally-port on the southern 
face, but a number w'^rq taken in dijfferent parts of the 
country within tho next few days. 

Tho loss\ of tho .roops from Arcot was next to nothing, 
viz., ono ^ European trooper killed three wounded.

•Eight of the retainers of ^he Mysore Princes were Trial of the 
tried bofcS*e a Special Commission at Chittocfi' in April of the 
1807, and the proceedings werl confirmed Govern- 
*ment in May. ^One was senf/oncoi *to deat£, two to 
transportation for life, fine to impri« onment fSr life, one 
to imyrisongient for^ten yea;^s, and thrpe were acquitted. 

The princes themselves were sent to Calcutta, their Deportation 
complicity not having been establi^ed to such a degree prinoea. 
as to warrant more extreme measures. *

There are two principal *cai£se8 F'hich appear to ns to , 
have led to the mutiny. The date intiovations ‘in Ihe dress 
and appearance of the sepoys, and the residence of the family 
of the late Tippoo Saltan at Vellore. We shall beg leave to 
submit our reasons on each of these heads, and first in regard 
to the dress. e 

Changes in “ The article of dress is, both with the HinfiooQ and M&bo- * 
dress. medans, an indication of their caste, and a badge of jtbeir 

respective distinction^ andtplac*o in society > and wheif it is 
recollected ho^/^ obstinately the Indians of afi descriptions 
adhere to their custoFis, and with ;what difSoulty the natives 
were brought to adopt*many parts of their present military 
*dress, it will not appear surprising thai* some of the late 
innovations in that rcBpoct were dffensivedio their feelingsw 
***The sepoys appear to have felt that the wearing of the 
new turband w/5ald make them confd to be , considered as 
Europeans, and would have removed theifl from the society 
t and intercourse of iheii; owp castes. 

** We did not think it material to ascertain how far every 
rarticle of dress, which they have^ complained of| was repag- 
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nant to tlieir* tenets, hr unreasoiiabie in itself.' Prejudices CHA.PTER 
would cease to be so could t^ey be lysgulated by reason. i 
We shall not dwell j»a4*t^ularly upon th^t ^rt of the 
order wliich respected ^gffacing from '‘the forehead the marks 
of castes, as it has not bem specified to us as a ' cause of 
grievance, thougbf one of' the battalions appears to have 
previously ^rried it into ex&ution. Wo^may he allowed to 
suppose, j^owever, that^t was not without its e^ect npdn the 
minds of individuals. ^Jn the same corps the turband was not 
complained of, yet we know that it led to the mutiny. 

^^These distinctions of castes add to the personal importance 
of the individual with sodiety, and create a sense oi hon/^r, 
which operatfis mor^ strongly than the fear of punishment in 
the prevention of crimes. * ^ 

‘4 In this country the prejudices of ihe^ conquered have 
always triumphed over the anus of the conquorof and have 
Bubsisted amidst all the revolutions and shocks tp which the 
empire has been subjopjied. 4ny innova^ on, therefore, in that 
respect mhst be calculsrled to cell forth thi^r feelings, and the 
more trivial the object required to bo saciificed, the stronger, 
in our opinion, would the reluctance be to make it. Nothing 
wduld appear to be more triv«^‘al to the public intcrestif than 
the length of thejiair on the upper lip of a sepoy, yet to the 
indit^idnai hjmsQlf, the shape and fashion of the whisker is a 
badge of his caste,*’ and an article of his religion.

Acooigmodations were hefe^ provided for them nearly 
FeSmnbling a palaq^, in magnificenge. and an establishment 
allOifed them on a«very exteusivd scale p£ liberality. Their 
EoQovmve had emigrated in great^ numbers to Vellore, and 
husbands for ^he Princesses were allowed to t^ome from differ- 
ent partaof the country. These persons naturalljr brought 
along with them their former ajb&chments and prejudices, 
Eind the interests of Seringapatam were transplanted with its 
inhabitants to the Carnatic.

“ Und^r other circumstances the tnrband, dsc., might have 
proved offei^&ive ta< the sepoys, but when we look back to 
some termer i^urrections amongst the troops, and remember 
(and it faUa within the personal knc^wlodge of some pf us) 
the civility with which the men distinguished their officers , 
and I'he point of honor which they seemed to feel in doing so, 
wp cannot but think that the outrages on the late oocasion 
are of foreign growth and copM only have been inspiied by a 
barbarons ''nerny ^ 

“ On the whole we diaw from the evidence now before us 
the follow *ing circumstances : — 

** That the late iunovations as to the drers and appearance 
of the pepoys was tho leading cause qS the mutiny, and the 
other was the residence of the family of the* late Tippoo 
Sultan at Vellore.” 

The conclusion arrived at by the Commissioners was 
concurred in by the Governihent pf Madras^ and by the 
Supreme Government ; the only dissentient voice bein^ 
that of Sir J. F. Cradock, the Oommander-in-Obieff who^ 
in a report to the Court of Directors dated 2l8t Sepbem-* 
her 1806^ exnressed the opinion that the alterations in 
dress had been nothing m.^re than a pretext the'refil 
object having been the rertoration of the Mahomedau 
power. He maintained that the new turband was free 
from objection of any bind^ as beqju fnlly estahlisbed 
by the depositions ,of several Mahonmdans and JBBndooe 
of the highestr castes who were examined befcm

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court of enquiry at Vellore in May. He was supported 
in this view by the Adjutatlt-Gench'al^aiid his P6puty, who 
stated that turband%lLe^^rl3r resembling tfle new one in 
shape and material had long been wom by^the 2Rd batta- 
lion 13th ; that the mei 4 6£ the 2nd battSlion }4th had 
shojrnja decided preference for the i^w turlJand ; and 
that no appearance oi dissatisfaction had bo^n manifested 
until it was unexpcQtpdly shown by the 2nd battalion 4th 
regiment. It was further remarked that the old 12th 
baittalion (12th had, for many years, wosn a 

bonnet almost exactly^^railar to those of the Highland 
rqgimeftits, and h%d C0ntin<iO(! to tlo S(/until the introduc- 
t^n of the tiirband of 1797;*and that whed the 36th 
bsfttalion (26th M.N.I.) was first? raised* the ryen«woru a 
* 6onnot of the same ki^d as tl|e 12th/ with the addition 
of a tuft and leat»her cockadp. ^ • 

The grder regar^ng caste marl .. ^md earrings was 
justified on the ground that, although they had not 
previously been prohibited by any formal order, it had 
never been the custom in ajiy well regulated corp*^ for 
the men to appear with them on parade. Letters from 
General DugaW Campbell, Lieutenant-Colonel Chalmers, 
and Major Bruc^were quoted in support of this assertion. 

It* must bo • remombercjl tlfat tRe reputation of the 
Military Department was at stake, and tlijp* report of the 
0ommandIbr-in-Chief se^ms to haver been written with 
the view of showing that thie new regulations had not 
been the cause o^-'^e rnutiny,,oi^»if they had, then that' 
the responsibility tested \(ith hiqfadvisfcrs,*Colonel Agnew 
and Major Pierce, b^ whom he had^beqn assured that 
the proposed* ch^ges were not open to any objection. 

As the defence of the new tutband rested *chiefly on 
the evidence of the native ofiScers and soldiers as given 
before the court of enquiry, it may be well to consider , 
what that evidence was worth. Bearing in mind the 
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e: 2 ^ceediiigly summary, arbitrary, and severe manner in 
•which the ^3fcid of* the 4th had been dealt with only six 
da^s before the assembly of £he Ocoirt, it ought not to 
^have bceh mati^r^pf surprise to any one at all conversant 
with the®disposition of the native soldiery, that the court 
should hav^ failed to elicit ""any unfavorable opinion 
regarding the new turband. It war well known that the 
change had been recommended, either by tli? Adjutant- 
General or his Deputy, or both, officers, who, at that period, 
and«for^many years afterwards, were supreme in respect 
to Ull matters connected with npiive troops. With this 
knowledge, ^nd wu h the ni'shraent lof the 4th' before 
their eyes, was it to be expected that the turband would 
be con deigned by the native officers called upon for 
their opinions ? Tire extras rdinary thing is, that opinions ‘ 
obtained under sucji circumstanbes should* have been 
gravely put forward as good evidence in favor of .the 
change. The significant hint of the field officers of whom 
the court was composed does not appear to have met with 
any attention. 

The excitement created by the jfroposqd alterations in 
dross extended to the troops at Hyderabad, Bellftry, • 
Wallajahbad, Bangalore, Niindidroog,*and Sunkorry- 
droog, but not to such a flegr^e as to cause any anxiety 
except at Ilyclprabad ; the s|jbsidj{«-y f^ce at which place 
was then commanded Jiy Colonel •T. G MontresSr,

The first intimation«Sff ^.larm was c/^ireyed to Colonel 
JJontresor, on*the evening of' the ifth July, by some 
officers of thedj.th regiment M.N.L, who told him that 
the native troops suspected ( jovornmeni of* an intention 
to make tliem rclinquislf all distinctions of caste, and to 
convert them to Christianity by degrees. The excite- 
ment was intensified by certain absurd rumours invented 
and circulated by ill-disposed persons. • It was generally 
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rerported and implicitly believed, 6dth in the canWnment, cftAPTEji • 

and»in the city, that thfe existence • of a isdnsiderable « • ' 

treasure at the bottoxe of ftie well in the^ European barracks 
had been revealed by an oracle, which treasure, however, * 
could not be discovcred%u&til a certain number of human 
heads <had Icon offered to* the tutelar, deity ^o*f the well. 

The number of heads*- required was to be provided by the 
European troops; who were to be employed at night to 
waylay the natives ; and the discovery, about this time, 
of a headless corpse near the Residency, so completely 
confirmed the belief 1*^ ttfe rumour, tli^ few of the natives 
v^nturbd out after dark.l ' ^hor vejorts, of an equally 
monstrous character, obtainod^imilar credence.

^ On the night of (ihe 12tli a number of men ^ssfembled General 
in rear of the cajitonnient, and? the piejeets wore ordered ^*the force, 
out for fear of a turnult, but tb ur services were not 
required. Puring tbo noxt.|fcw days jho general dissat- 
isfaction was manifested in several ways. The sepoys 
declared it to be impossible for them to comply with the 
orders regarding dress, and^t the same time to adhere to 
the tenets of thtir religion. The men of the 2nd batta- 
lion 15th regiment publicly announced their intention to 
refuse to wear the.tur6and, and the other battalion^ were 
believed to be* of the samo mind.

^ • reToking thaoffeni^lve regulatidhs, and this was done by an 
order published to .the force on (b^ 23rd July. Although 
* immediate trapqijiltity followed this wise and timely 
concesshin, tlie importance 6f ^ which can scarcely be 
over-ostimatcd, th/3 Colonel dobs not appear td^havo been 
rewarded exempt by the approval of the Supreme and 
Madras Governments, subsequently • endorsed by that of 
the Court of Directors. 

Inefficiency Nothing o£ moment took place at the other stations 
offioers?^**^^ spfecifiod above buyoud the di^iri-^fcal of a few men at 
Nundidroog^Banga^ore, aj5v:*>RMlary, aad the disarming 
t of the Ist^oattalion 23id regiment at Wallajahbad. The 

investigation which followed this last measure showed 
that the disafifoctiqh was limited to a few native officers, 
and men bi indifferent character! The only other point 
worthy of remark is the cijcumstaipce that ^ the native 
officers generally evinced extreme indifference in the 
discharge of their duty, and made no attempt to check 
inflammatory expressions made use of by some of the meli, 
more particularly at Wallajahbacl. Nothing criminal, 
however, was established against any nativcf officor, except ‘ 
in th^ case of three subadars ofl the^ l^th regiment at 
Hyderabad, who were tAins^rtcd to Penang for •life, 
and of a jemadar of the ^t baiTtalion 22hd, who was 
sentenced to be shot, which sente co was afterward?* 
cofnmuted to transportatioti for life. *

who were consulted, both^dmittod that there vfas in the 
turband, or in those o\hcr articles, ^>7Aing sontrary to

“ It seems to iis that the Go vernmctit, considered generally, 
did not exercise the discernment and vigilance which all the 
circumstances of the time required. 

“ Besides the applicution of this observation to Sir J. Commandor- 
• Cradock in particular, the injudicious regulations enforced 
under his authority, the remarkable degree in which he was 
unacquainted with the state cf hit* own army just at tue eve 
of an insurrection, when V'^thoughfe all was calm ; and the 
usipopulariiy which, it is too justly to be apprehended, the fatal 
usStie of tlip whole would entail upon him, rendered it, in our 
opinion, impossible^ whatever regret we felt on the occasion, 
to continue him in tjio jomipand c/f the army. 

“ With respect to Lord William Bentinck. Of the uprighty and the 
nessf of his intentions, and his regard for our service, we 
have no dpubt; and we have had pleasure in expressing our 
satisfaction with different measures of his government but 
others whiqb. we felt ourselves obliged, in the course of the 
last disapprove, impaired our confidence in himj and ^ 
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after weighing all tho considerations connected with the 
^ business o£ Vellore^ we felt ourselves upable longer to con- 
tinue ' thatt c6nfidence to him which it is so necessary for a 
, person holding hia situation to possess.” 

LieutenantT ColDnel Agnew ^ and Major Pierce were 
considered to have abowh so little acquaintance with the 
dispQsition and prejudices of the native troops that they 
were removccL from their respective appointments^ and 
ordered t6 England. 

Colonel Gille/spie was presented with 7,000 pagodas 
(Rs. 2^1,500), airi Serjeant Brady with 800 pagodas 
(Rs. 2,800) dn aclc^^owbdgmetHrof their services, 

Mrs. Fandourt wits grar'^ocTan annuity of £100, so long 
as she might cor.tinue a widow, and an allowance of £&5 
per annum was given to each of her two children, to ba 
continued until the age of 16 in ivho cas^ of the boy, and 
to that of 21 in the case of the girl.< 

A gratuity, equal to one month^s pay, wa^ sanctioned 
for each non-coramissioned officer and private of tho 19th 
dragoons who had been employed at Vellore. 

The punishment of tho mutin:)us battalions became 
the subject of much controversy, and^ yas not finally 
settled until January 1807, when the lat, and 23rd regi- 
ments, were struck gT the( strijngth of the army frorij the 
31st December 1806. ' . 


^ In reply to a remonstrance aj^inst this »iimmary trectment, and '

and opened fire. It lytis infmediately eharged^and fforced 
to retire, and the gun^ taken. 

In the meantime three .regular corps of 'Nairj^ which 
had adyanced on the right of the camp,^d been attacked 
and disp^rs^^»by Captain Newall. A number of them 
were killed, and four- pf their guns were captured Qj>p- 
tain Newall was wounded, but the battalion did not lose

Tlio Jlewan committed suicide, bnt his brother was

'‘In August 1806 Colonel Gillespie, 19th dragoons, 
was apjvointefi to be Inspector ?.nd Exercising Officer of 
Cavalry, dj^a sta:^ allowance cf 200 pagodas jJer monsem, 
but this appointment was discontiniv'-d in N-ovemJber 1807, 
in «gu^«^uonce of orders from the Ceurt of Directors, i>y 
whom it was pronounced unnecessary.

On the 15th Maxell 1808, a Captain-Lieutenant was 
atiaQh(‘d to the scjuadroii of, Ilorso Artillery, and on tho 
27th January 1809, tho establistmeut was augmented, 
and denominated Tho Corps of Horse Artillery It 
was to consist of three troops, viz., two of Europeans, and 
one of natives.

Thn* Gm’^ernor in Council also requires 
that every practicable indulgence shall he shown to the sepoy 
in the ubserv^ce of bis domestic customs.’* 

The exi sting arrangements of the native invalid esta- 
blishment were revised* in November, with the view of 
enabling the men to serve in tbeir native ^istricts^ and 
also with the object of territorial recruiting.

were jaded and fatigwed by the weight they had to carry, 
y;v7iiich ho estimatcd^at 30 lbs. oarer and above that of arms 
'and accoutrements. Ho remarked that the European 
^^Jdicr, who is relieved from thia embarrassment, is 
selurm known, to fall, in the >*ear, even on the longest 
marches or undei* the hottest sun.” This rocommmd- 
ation was supported by the Commander-in- Chief, but 
Government, although admitting tlie advarta^ of such 
a measure, '^did^not consider it expedient to issue any 
general order on the subject.” However, a few yeais 
later, oa the occt^sion of the formation of battalions of 
Light Infantry,” and subsequently in the* case of the 
Hide Corps,” orders we.’e given that the kii^osacks of 
the men of thoso corps should be carried at the expense 
of Government. 

During June 1C09 the establishment of privates on 
the strength of native battalions was .'educed from 900 to 
800, but the troops serving with the Hyderabad subsi- 
liary force were kept up to the former number, 100 
being returned as supornumoraries. 

The two battalions of pioneers were reduced at the 
same time from 800 to 700 privates each. ^

When Lord CornTv*allis died at Ghazipoor October 

1805, the Government devolved upon Sir George Hilaro 
Barlow as senior JVfomber of Council in Bengal, and 
in February 1806 he w&s appointed Governor- 6oneral 
by .the Court lyrectqrs, whieli was agreed to by the 
Board of^fcntrol as a temporary measure. ^ 

*Thia* appointment, however, was revcfeed q/eW days 
afterwards by the Ministry, who lid not approve of the 
policy of S^r George Baiiow, in rc^ar^ certain Native 
States, and, ^af ter some discpssioi an 1 ^correspondence, it 
was determined to send out Loid Miuto, who arrived at 
Calcutta in July 1807. 

Sir George Barlow, who Lad been nominated Governor 
of Madras as SQpie compensation for his supersession, 
reached thq,t place in December, when that administration 
commenced whifch has been described as a season ' oj 
unprecedented pri vate misei^fj, and unc mmpled 2n(bh\ pa if 
and alarmJ* • 

During' the time Sir Qeor^e Barl^iw filled the oflSce of 
Governoi^General, he not onlyiailed ^ to obtain the defer- 
ence and respect due to his sta^iqn, but made himself 
obnoxious by his flespqtic conduct in efiicial matters, and 
his cold and repulsive manners ‘in prtvatqlife. 

On arriving ht Madras the Governor found the conduct 

of Mr. Sherson of the Civil Service under investigation.

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The accounts of that*gentleman had been reported correct 
^by the Civil. & iiditor, but as ttiey happened not to agree 
with the native ac<*ount8 in the Sir George Barlow 

^h \umcd that Mr. Kherson had been guilty of peculation, 
suspvi.Jod both him* and tli\3 Civil Aiiditor from the 
public sorvir*c, instituted' a prosecution againsu* ^the 
formel’ in the Supreme Court. Mr. Shersor was acquitted, 
and the Oe;urt of Directors being of Opmion that he had 
been improperly^ routed, they restored him to the sei vice, 
and presented him with a donation of Rs. 70,000 as 
coifipeiisatioii. 

A Special Commission was engage 1 'at this time* in 
enquiring hito the claims of the creditors of^ the late 
Nawaiib the Carnatic, and the Commissioners hajl 
employed, as their advisor, a native named Ecddy Rao, 
who had been in the \ceountDcj)artment of the Nawaub. 
During the investigation, Reddy Rao produced, for exami- 
nation, a bond bold by himstdf, the validity of which was 
impeached by another creditor named Awadaniim Paupiah, 
who supported the accusation by witnesses. The bond, 
however, was pronounced by the Coin.jissioncrs to be 
genuine, and they resolved to prosecute the wi*^nes'&es for 
perjury^ but this intention was anUcipatdd by the com- 
mitment of Reddy Rao on a charge of forgery. Al? this 
stage of iho proceedings Sir George Barlow interposed his 
authority. lie summarily dismissed the Magistrate who 
had committed Reddy Rao, and ordered the Advocate- 
General to defend the lattci at his tpal. Two gentlemen, 
vi'55., Mr. Par^, «s respectable merchant, and Mr. Roebuck, 
one of the senior members of the Civil Service, wore also 
punished for having opposed the Commissioners, the 
former by hieing deportee^ to England, and the latter by 
being removed to an infeiior situation in t?ie Northern 
fCircavb. where he died soon afterwards. 
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• ' * * 

Beddj Kao was found guilty befoife’tlio Supreme Court, CffAP. XX^ 
awi it was subsequently ^discovered ‘that^ bo bad been ’

From the beginning of 1807, f n^t fiom an earlier Discontent in 
period, a spirit of disoonient hoi existed »A,mong the is07-s!™^* 
officers of the Madras army, ot wlrVli the undermen- 
tioned appear to have been the principal causes, viz,, tho 
higher allowances granted to the officers of the Bengal 
army, and the undue propoition of commands wh’ ’h had 
been recently bY^towed upon the officers of tho Royal 
army. ,* This fueling was aggravated by the discontinu- 
ance, ip July 1807j of certain allowances paid to officers 
commanding uistricts, stalion^, and* cantonments, out of 
the duties levied in* military bazars; and by tile abolition 
of tho tent contract in M^ay 1808. * , 

Although the mutiny, which broke out in May 1809, Examination 
cannot fairly bo attributed to thearei grievances, but rather^ gnevLces 
to the harsh and *arbitrary mi'^asures of the Governor in j^ompiampd

Disparity of The disparity Wween the ^allowances of J)he Bengal 
allowances, ofgeers, and those of Madras, bad always exigted, and 
was justifli[^d by the Court of Direct6rs in their letter of 
the 15th Septemljnr 1 809, when commenting on the several 
grievances set foHh in a general memorial ^ addressed to 
th€\n, which had been submitte^d by the Coymander-in- 
Chief to the^Madras Gro^ernment oli'-the 23rJ7rana&^ 
with his far/orable rf commendation, but which* they had 
censured f and refused to forward. The following arp 
extracts from that part of the Gourt^s letter trealing of 
the disparity in* question : — , , * * 

** In the differonb Presidencies of tl)i^ Company in ilndia, 
distinctions, have from the beginning, subsisted in respect to 
emoluments, and advantages (not only in tho Military, but in 
every department) ; these distinctions have arisen from the 
comparative importance of the Presidencies themselves, and 
of tho public business to be transacted under them.” 

“ Thus Bengal, the first greaf territorial ‘possession^of tho 

Company, had its establishments early scicled with •some 

c analogy its income, and that country^ as being the seat of 

Government, thd centre of the British ‘ntorests in India, came 
• * • . * • 
to hdve a standard of public allowances which coujd not be 

exactly imitated at the other Presidencies under very different 

circumstances.” , « • • ^ ^

‘ ^ On the 22nd March 180S^ Ch>^einment informed the Commander-in-

“ The Company have hen^e always resisted, the idea a 
genci^l equalisation of allbwances and emoluments of the 
different Presidencies as not founded on right ^ or reason, or 
the nature of thitigs. Supposing for a momept that such a 
principle could be admitted and enforced, the ccnscquence, 
injbhe present state of tjie finances of the Company, must be to 
reduce the few remaining distinctions of the Bengal Presidency 
to a level wit{i those of Madras, and Bombay, as it woulcj be 
utterly impossible tfivpiovi,dc for tho expense of raising the 
emolument i of the inferior Presidencies to a level with thoso 
of ‘Bengal, extended, as this rise must be, all the Civil as 
well as Military branches of the scrvi c, once the principle 
of equalisation were adoptod.*’ 

“ In all tho Presidencies, howevc the scale of allowances 
has teen mord than sulficient for comfortable subsistence, and, 
in the case of all the privates and noncommissioned officers 
of the army, the rates have been at all times very generally 
the same at all the Presidencies. The regimental allowances 
of both oflBcors anU? men are very nearly the same at all the 
PresidencicoV'and, wherever mere comfortable subsistence is 
concerned, it has'beon tlib object of the public regulations, at 
all tithes to approximate as nearly to an equality of allow- 
ances as the local circumstances of each Presidency havo 
admitted.” > « , 

But sUff, and othdr extra allcwances rest upon a differt^t 
foundation* They are gratuitous advantages conferred on 
individuals at the pleasure and discretion of Government, and 
are calculated, not wifh regard to what other men receive who

The second grievance specified above was really sub* 
sHt' tial, and^Jtlibugh it had been animadverted upon 
by tfio 'Court of Directors on more than one occasion, 
no steps h?ld bec^ taken by the Madras Government to 
remove it. The undermentioned cxtrac*^^ from a letter 
of the Cotirt, dated 12th June 1807, will sliovv that the 
partiality com plained of existed, atr that time, to a very 
serious extent. " 

After ob^nwing tlia^ the just pretensions/bf ^both ser- 
vices ought to 1)0 duly '•ogaraed, tlio Court proceeded 
to remark upon tli6 'ibjoctionable manner in which the 
patronage/ of Government and of the Commander- ili- 
Chiof had, in s^^vcral msti-ncos, Been ^rercised. 

With respect to the special appoirtment ot Lieutenant- 
Colonel Monypenny, II.M/s 73yd, ‘‘to the command of 
the troops in Fort St. George, witli a staff salary, they 
observed that, in conformity with the usual practice, the 
command devolved upon the senior officer at the Presi- 
dency, who was bound to perform the ifiities without any 
additional allowance, and for these reas^ms tfiby directed 
the immediate discontinuance of the appo^nimentT. 

The nomination of Lieutenant Hall, lI.M.^s 22nd 
dragoons, to 1 e Paymaster^ to the Subsidiary Poreo at 
Hyderabad, called foich the* following censure j 

“ The Subsidiary Po^ce at Hyderabad consists of about 
7,000 men, mostly native troops, und .its annual evpenso 
amounts to several lacs of pagodf^s The office of Paymaster 
to this corp i must therefore bo considered a^ of equal impor- 
tance with that of any of the fixed stations of tho army, and 
in this view it should have been filled by a Civil Servant of the 
higher ranks, in the same manner as the payjbastorships of 
Jkl^sorc, Vellore, Trichinopoly and Vizagapatam.” 
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They went on to sdy that the Govdamor, Lord Williai^ OHXp. XX., 
in a minote dated 8rd March«180^,^J[iad recom- 
ihended that paymaste^shipS should^ bn held l\|r Captains * 
of not less than ten years^ service, notwithstanding whi<S>*‘ 
he had appointed a Subaltein of HJif/s service, who had 
only>j| 2 pen a •few months im India, to bO Pay^ster of a 
large force, hnd they concluded by remarking that* they 
had seldbm met<with an instance of so nfbch* inconsis- 
temcy as is displayed in this appointment. Wo object to 
it^ not only on this liccount, but also for the general 
reasons assigned above, and we direct tUht it be instantly 
annulled.^ JTo stronger proof can be adddced of the 
impropriety, of the preference ^to which we have alluded, 
than the present instance. I'he 8i#bsidia#y Force,* being 
ccimposod chiefly of native troops, naturally pointed out 
the Company's oflicers, who had b('c\ adbu8ton¥.*(l to servo 
with such troops, as* most pi^oper ^ * fill the staff* offices 
annexed to the detacJhmeiit.^^ 

The appointment of Inspector arfd Exercising Officer Appointment 
of cavalry, which Iiad beei^ recently created an 4 l con- of 
ferred upon Lieuteiiailt-Colonel Gillespie, II.M.'s 19th 
dragoons, with considerable emoluments attached thereto, * 
was ordered*to be discontinued forthwith as unnecessary, 
and thd Court obseVvod that had suc^ an office been really 
required, it ought ^ to have been given td one of the • 
Company's old and experiejicod officers* of ca\alry, in 
preference to one who had* only beeii a short time in India ; 
more especially as four-fifths of tJ^at branch of the army* 
were natives. , • * * * • 

The Court then probejadod^to remark that the conf- DmRionai 
mands at Hyder^ibad and Poonah, of Mysore, and of Mala- oomm^da^^ 
bar ; besides those of most of the regular garr^ons, such ^ 

as Vellore, Arcot, Poonamalleo,«and Seera, were enjoyed • 
by officers of the Hoyal army ; and they concluded their 
despatch as follows : —

Our interests ratist 
suffer materially figom any want of harmony and cordiality 
between tl^ two dcscriptiohs of o<]5ccrs,*aiid wc know of no 
circumstance more lilfely to pfoddec that injurious effect than 
an undue preferendb of either.* The eiiigcncies»o^ tho-public 
service may, unquestionably, justify occasional and temporary 
deviations from the principle we have laid down, but we are 
so fully persuaded that a fair adhcilipnco to it is so easy, and 
the path to be followed so plain and obvious, that we desire 
it to be distinctly and explicitly undorstodfl ^^t Ve shall 
consider a different lino of conduct ©n ti^o part of any of our 
Oovenimeiits or Comifcaiiders-ii^- Chief to be*so highly •excep- 
tionable, 'isTiO demand the strongest expression of our censure, 
and disapprojiat’ion.” ^ ^ • • 

^The diacontiiinancc of ^h*^ allowances from tth© Bazar 
• fund was justified l^»thp Court as being in strict con- 
formity with tlioArticle^ of War, which prohibit the 
levy of dutic^s by*Militaiy oflicers on any articles of con- 
sumption, atid#is evidently foundeef on the most incon- 
trovertible principles of §jOund policy. It is not politic to 
give officers an inteibst ^n the amount of i^nposts levied 
on, military markets, because it has an evident tendency 
to make the soldiers discontolited with their officers, by 
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feeling themselves ta'lxed for tfie \)onefit of 'those who 
coHvnand them. It is farther t5 be.obsyyed that in 
India the amount of th5 collections in ipilitary bazars has 
always depended, principally, on the extension ol spirits-, 
ous liquors to the troops.^^ \ , * • *• f 

Mo^eoverj the abolition this ‘allow atice was not con- 
fined to Madras, but was carried out in the ^hcr Presi- 
dencies al5o, and it affected the officers of tlJe Epyal army 
as well as those of the Company. * 

fThe officers having* pre-faced their memorial with com- 
plaints of the length and severity of Ae serviccf to bo 
endured m ft foreign land before* becoming* entitled* to 
pension, qjad having spollen of »their pay and allowances 
as*being scarcely adequate to theA’#^ifbsisienco, th<f Court 
vury justly observed that no one ente^red theft* service, 
but on their own applicajion, afid v»nh fnU knpwledge of 
their probalSle prospects ;* an*d they Imeludeil their reply 
on thffb partY)f the subject with the following words : — 

“ They surely forget that the militury allowances of the 
Company are higher than those of any military vsorvicoin the 
world, although the necessaries of life are comparatively cheap 
in India ; that thej^aifcaiu the highest rank without purchase 
or expertise that the provision for retiring officers is 

such EFwno othei' sarvica hashver afforded, and such as the 
finances of the CJorapany arojever straifted to support.” 

Lieutenant-Cienei^al Stuart, when Comraandcr-in-Chief,

devise^ a plan for the prgvisfon and conveyance of camp 

equipage,*and regimental storesi^ with the object of avoid- 
ing the aerioua losses which had bn^n sustained by Gov- * 
emment in consequoneg of theirequent capture of public 
cattle and tents during thft wars Vith Hyder and Tippoo. 

This jresulteJ in the issue of a regulwtion in 1802, 
which, in consideration of a cevt&in monthly ^um to be 
drawn by officers commanding regiments of cavalry, 
battalions of infanCry, companies of artillery, and the 
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jOil AP. XX. corps of pioneers, nrmde it obligatory upon them to provide 
% and maintaii]^ in ponst&nt readiness for the field, camp 
* equipage and cai;riage for thpir*jrespective corps on a 
^^eale laid down m tno regulation, besides carriage for 
roglTuental tt£bi*<es, and huttjp^ accommodation for the 
men wfien not eimampeS. The allowance in qucstion'Yras 
to mget all expenses for cover to the native troops in the 
field, in cantofiment, or in garrison,^in peace o/war. 

This regulation came into operation shoiily before 
the Mahratta War of 1803, and was found to answer 
reniarKably wclf; but sliorjtly •after the peace in 1806, 
OoVcrnirienf, in compliance with instructions £rom Eng- 
land, commenced to roiTqpe the military expenditure, 
and SB* John Oi^adocl^, &t that time Commander-in-Chief, 
called upon Major Munro, the ^Quartermaster-General, 
for informFtioif regarding the workiif^ of the tent con- 
tract. •That officer accordingly submitted a. report, in 
which, for reasons assigned, the abolition of the contract 
was recommended, afid tlio Commander-in-Chief, concur- 
ring, laid the re]>ort beforo Government in June 1807. 
The recommendation, having been duly considered, was 
' approved, and, liavmg received the sanction • of the 
Supremo Government, the contract wa^ ordered to be 
abolished from May 1808 f • «

they expected to havg Irad the opportunity of reimbursing 

‘ themselves for the ^expensgs incurred dliiring the long and 

trying campaigns fi\)m 1803 until 1806, being debarred by 

the terms of t^eir contract from solioitfng any special 

compensatioiiL, although' they did receive a gratuity of six 

months’ batta in common with all other ofS.cers of the 

aripy in the field, to whom it had boon granted at the 
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Fccommendation of Major-General ’Wellesley at the olos^e 
of ^he campaign of 1801. * Novertheless^ tfip new order* 
was quietly carried oyl without remonstrance Jbey end "that 
contained in the memorial mentioned above, and irt a’ 
separate memorial signed Vy a number ofltiificers in !‘om- 
mand of cenrps, which was forwarded bjf the ^ommander- 
in-Chief ofi the 28th^ January 1809, but returned io him 
by Government. • », ^ ^ 

In all probability the matter would then have been 
dropped had it ngt been that the Quartennabter-GeneraVs 
report, marked j)nvateHUi*i conjidentiid/^ and wlficli Jiad 
bepn gi^en^ by Sij^ George Barlow to Cofonol Cap*per, 
the Adjutant- General, eaine^^hi bome nnaulli(»ribed,^ njrd 
utiexplamed manner, to bo circuldte<rto oilicers coAimand- 
ing corps, who immediately took serigub offence at one of 
the arguments us^sd thorein, ^iz., ItAaf the grant of the 
same allowances in peace* and in wa ' placed the intoi*est8 
and efutios 6i comnfanding officers at*variance with each 
other. The result was that the follovfing charge, signed by 
five commandantb of cavalry, and twenty-three of infantry, 
was preferred against? Lieutenant- Colonel John Munro, 
Quartormaster^Goiicral of the Army, and Captain in the 
Madras European Ro^itiient : —

li is stated in Kayo’s ]^ife of Sir John Malcolm, Vol I, pago 460, that 
the obnoxious pffi*agraphs were circulated by Colonel Capper. No 
authority is given for this statement, and nothing tendingjbo coiToborate 
it has been found in the records. S^ch ^ proceeding on the part of • 
Colonel Cappea would have been a legitimate reason for his suspension, 
and would certainly have been mentioned by Sir George Barlow had ho 
known of it. . • 
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jrhis charge, althotigL ^atod on the 25tB September 
*j[808, had beei} kep^ in (tbeyanrse nntil.the 20fch January 
1809^, on whicii day^Lioutenant-fJolbnelMunro was placed 
hi arrest by order of Lieutenant-General Hay Macdowall, * 
the Obrnmandor-ift-Chipf, who,^t the same time, informed 
the Colonel that he regretted i‘t!hat this subject hc^not 
been SQonerliecide3 upon, but being desirous <5f obtaining 
every opinion, ^Pnd a recent one of somp important having 
only been forwarded to me a few days ago, it Wur impos- 
sible to avoid delay.^^ It never becafne known what this 
opinion 'was, but it is not improbable that an occurrence 
whidh took place at Madyas at this time mefy have had 
som6 influence on the decision of fhe CommandQ^-jn-Ohief. 

Government ihavihg * determined to employ ‘Majer 
Blacker, tfien Deputy Quartermaster-General, on special 
duty in Trayancerr* acquaifitod tb*e Contmander-in-Chief 
with their intention dn the l5th*Janu'ary. General Mac- 
dowall, in reply, requested tliat th^ subject might "be 
reconsidered, bccaiiso»tho selection of an officer from the 
general ^staff ought to have Joeen left to his judgment, 
and ho thoreforo recommended OViptain Macdowall for 
the situation as being equal to Major Blacker in^ point 
of ability, while he was Superior to that officer in the 
knowledge of the people and cpnntry of Ti;avaiicorb, On 
^the Idth, Government wrote td the General declining to 
accept his nomination of Capjain •Macdowall, ai\4, on^he 
20th,*Lieutenant-ColonM Muxro fras j ’acod undgr arrest, 
lyr which measure the employment of his Deputy in Tra- 
, vancore was necessarily precluded. ‘It impossible that the 
proposed eraploymemt of ^ajor ^Blacker may have been 
unconnected with the arrest of Lieutenant- Qolonel Munro, 
but the circjiXiistances have a suspicious appearance, espe- 
^jially when it is remembered that the charges had been 
shelved, and that no satisfactory reason was assigned for 
their sudden revival. 
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Colonel Munro appealed to 'Government * through tlie 
M^itary Departments on the ground that ^is report had 
been prepared by order of ^he late CommaAder-in-Oiiiefi 
and was a confidential 43ommunication./GeneraI Macdo^ll 
having refused .to forwer^ the agpoal/thp ColoneUsent 
it in^direct. Government aftef haviJjg consiilCod their 
legal advisers,^ requested the Commadder-in^Chief to re- 
lease Colonel Munrfs'aifd as ho declined tu do so without 
a positive order, Government, on the 27th January, did, 
through their Chief Secretary, direct that Colonel Munro 
should bo released froii} arrest forth>/iths which order 
was obe;^ed^ accordingly. The General, who, a few iays 
previous^^had announded hia intention tvf resign, and 
who sailed from Madras to ]Sregr#p 3 .tAm op the SOlJi Janu- 
ary on his voyage to hlugland, was so much ahnoyed at 
having been overculed^by Gcworni\«rifc, Jhat^ho left, for 
publicatioif to the army, 'an 'order (> red the 28tji idem, 
in ’which Qolonel Munro Vas severely roprimanded for 
having appealed to the civil power, an act of disrespect 
for which he would have been brought to trial had General 
Macdowall remained ki India. ^ 
Government, Oh becoming acquainted with this order, 
directed tliat il^ should be expunged from the public 
records ; but not contented with this, they anticipated the 
expected receipt, from Negapalam, of the Goiymander-in- 
Chi^f s o^ciaf resignation, and publicly dismissed him, on 
the gi^und that the order c( the 28lh January contained

to tho service, and roinstated in his office. Major Boles 
having declined to make anj acknowledgment tending 
to show that he had been in tho wrong, his refusal was 
made tho subject of a fresh complaint^^inst him, but 
he was afterwards publicly exonerated ty th6 Court of 
Diroctoi;^ from all blame on that account.* •

Althouglf the suspcijsmn of Major Boles wjpy not specially 
mentioned in this letter, it must be presiiiucd to have

Nevertheless, it appetws that Lord ]\finto hoard of ith(3 
suspension of Coloipjl Capper ai4d*3Iajor Bofes wltlt Iht^

r consequence^ of the loss of iis allowancos, applied for 
pormission to go to hJngland in the Sir Stephen Lushing^ 
the last ?Mp of t^io seascij^ which wa,^ expected to sail 
from Madras abeut the*^ end Febniary. •This appli- 
cation was f*efusec(, on the ground that the ifature of the 
service upon vhich that vessel was a]30ut*to be employed, 
rendered It improper that iMajor Boles should proceed 
})y that opportunity. The fact wasj that Government, #\t 
tho suggestion of Sir George I^irlow, fiad determined to 
solid tlie Chief Secretary,, Mr. Buchan, to England by the 
Lushington as possessing a correct knowjp^ge of tho 
course* of tlie late in other words, that he might 

gain tlio dar of the Court of Directors, an object whicA 
might not have been accomplished/ Aad Major Boles 
arrived in England ^tt tlie sdme' time. * 

Tho Court aftef’wards expressed their dieapprobafion 
of the manner in whveh Major Boles had been treated. 

“ Ton do not assign any special cause except the nature of 
the service on which that ship was to be employed. We are 
not aware however that there could have '"been any objection 
to his lieing allowed to take liis passage in th3 Lumington^ 
and w'e think this refusal imposed upon hiili an unnecessary 
hardship. 

It scorns desirable that tho ei rep instances, which caused 
the ^lissatisfaction of-tjie Commander- ui-Chief, and. led to 
his finardifferences with Government, should be described 
in this place, as they«iVoro not without influence on the 
oyents which followed, v % 

Lieutonant-GpneralHay Macdowr ]1, who had been on the 
staff of tho M idras Establishment since 1804, succeeded 
vSir John Cradock in September 1807. Up to that time, a 
scat in Council, with a handsome additional allowance 
attached thereto, had, almost always, been held by tho 
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Coramander-in- Chief' but upon this ‘CRJcasion the Goui't ('1 ?ap. xx^ 
Diaectors thought fit to depart from tlie u^i^al practicoy# 
and they nominated a^civjjian to fill thq^ vacant oflfiee ;*not* 
from any personal objlsction to Gonertil Macdowall, but* 
because they had resolved ^at in future the^Commanttor- 
in-Chief should not be a» member Govcrmuont, a 
resolution l^hich they afterwards found it expedient to 

• • o 

rescind. •The Geacr;^! naturally felt aggriJVod^by his un- 
expected exclusion from a situation of dignity and 
eftiolumenty and thiS feeling seems to have led him to 
sympathize with tlie soveraj complairfts of tlio %)ffi( 4 prs 
more fully than mi^bt otherwisa have been flu* ease. * 

This sympathy, however, w^is not expressed in apy 
objectionable form until about like* end# of 1808^ when 
disturbances broke out in the ]irovinco pf Travancore, and 
a plan of oporartems was determined ^ipon Uy Govern- 
ment without consuHing ^ the Comn*^ nder-m-Chiof, who 
became so much irritated in conbefjneTu*e, that he appears 
to have placed little restraint upon his words or actions 
from that time, and ho showed his resentment in a planner 
which could scarcely Tail to produce a bad effect upon 
the discipline the army. • 

In a speech made to the i^adras European Regiment on inflamma- 
tho occasion of* inspecting«it at Masulipatam on tlic 2ith 
December 1808, hc.observed that the rogiiifent had been 
overk)okod and neglectbd l>y havinjj been stationed in 
a remote part of the countryVvhere it had no opportunity 

of being exorcised with other tipops ; notwithstanding#

* Goneral Macdowall havin'^ complafhccl of this in n letter to ftovorn- 
ment dated 19th January 1809, d reply tvas mado on the 23] d idem m

The Ceil di’a^s fhrewell order to the army*dated 25th 
January 1801\j was also ohjcetloifablQ hs containing a 
passage tclidiiig to convey the idea that his exclusion from 
Council ’ had been the jneans of preventing him fx'ojn 
efficiently advocating the interests of tlie officers. 

“‘Had Lieutenant-General Mficdowall succeeded to the 
high and ciiuiable olBeo wjth all the advantages cmjoyoJ by 
his pretV<*e.stoi*s, he w^'ul^ iipbu first assuming the command^ 
have proin^ilgated his sentiments on so flattering an event^; 
but the circurastaiibes of his appoirtmout were so humilia- 
ting and unpropitiouij that ho» declined addressing the army, 
in the anxious hop(^ that the Court of* Dii’ectors^ mi^ht,. on 
further deliberation, bo induced to restore bira to his rights, 
and by altering the new and extraordinary form of Govern- 
ineni-, have enabled him to excroisethe functions of his station 
as the Representative of the Army, with honor to the service,

It was atso ^thought that they 
had the same claim to im§aunity bb had 1>een accorded 
to Colonel Munro, and they were conse:]uently regarded 
as the victftns of an unjust and vindictive resentment. 
Colonel (Japper had jeft^India iinmediatoly after his sus- 
pension, but Major Boles received addresses from sever- 
al* quarters in which'ho was apprised of the intention of 
his brother officers to organise a fund*^for his s^ipport. 
Had they donfined^ themselves Ur this intiuial ion little 
exception could have been taken, but thc^ denounced 
the punishment as severe andnFiflierit/*d,^^ and* ended 
Ij^ saying that ^^such mutual suppovt^must b(? expected 
and accepted by^all, who, lifeo yoursClf, have, or may, 
suffer through any «uch exception* >le measures on tho 
part di the Civil Government of Port Sb.

Early in February a memorial was secretly prepared 
for transmission to tliA Supreme Grivernmcnt, of which 
the following an abstract.

It was justly lomarked that the subject 
was beyond tho province oi Iho officers, tho other crilicisms were 
more specious than sound, for it scouts certain*tbat matters connected 
with the well being and comfort of thoa,rmy ere* likely to bo more fully 
and intelligently dpalt wftb when the Gommander-in-Clncf possesses 
a seat Council, than when that body is compeJSed exclusively of 
Giviliaue. Moreover it is manifest fronx the subsequent <Hction of the 
Court that they were sensible of the crror^which had been committed 
when they apj^nted a successor to Sir John Cradock without nomi- 
nating him to be a Member of the Government. ^ 
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CJappertind*Major Bdes, tho memoi*ialists observed that 
ftlie general^ discontent* proddeed by •local and partial 
injuries ha^ feeen pilsely repfegen^d as public disafFec- 
•ficHi, and they contluded by obsoWing that they could* 
not *suppress«^tl{e o^pressioiv of their •concern at the 
manner m which «tho exclusive rights of the* army have 
recently been violated, and of their san^uifie hope and 
eamest entreaty that the Supreme .CJotommenl may, in 
its wisdom*, be induce/J to appease, their just claims, and 
to anticipate tho extreme crisis ol t^eir agitation ITy 
relQasiifg them frbm a riiler„ wliose measures, guided by 
tho*coun(‘ila* of their implacable ei;^emies, ar« equally 
dotriiriontal fo the interests of the State, as^tliey are 
repulsi^'e to thetfeelfngi^ of a loyal and patriotic &rniy!^^ 
Tlio circulation of (his memorial was almost entirely con- 
fined to the offVeefs in Trdvancore, aiti in the Southern 
Division, and tho intfontion of torwdrding it aban- 
doned about tho mfddle of March, when the general indig- 
nation had begun to Subside. 

Shortly afterwards, a copy of this document was re- 
ceived by Sir George Barlow thro*iigh a private channel 
which he declined to reveal, and although perfectly 
aware ' that all idea of transiqitting it to fien^l had been 
given ipp, ho nevortljeless prepared to* punish all Jihose

Tho order having contained favorable notice of the con-

any legal measures calculated ^to remove Ihe cause t>f the 
■ existing discontent. This was followed by a letter to the

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CIIAP XX. 8Jh August* the Committee of Officers wrote to Colonel 
\Montresor, and afj;er hdving expressed their respect for 
Jiis 6haracter*cnd ^onduct, they ^proceeded to say that the 
'recent treatment by Grovernment of the officers at the 
Moifnt ' and oIs6whci;e, rend^ted it necessary to adopt 
measures of precaution Vliicl^ might cause him uneasi- 
ness, qnd tliey therefore suggested to him the propriety 
of giving ^up* the command of *the* Company's troops, 
which they, the Committee, proposed to withdraw from 
the cantonment, and to encamp in*^the neighbourhood. 
Thj^ Ccioncl, in rt^ply, addressed hiin&elf to Major Neale 
as flio senior officer, and one whose influeifce, had fre-

He jJointed out tlle*fi!tal conscqences of the contem- 
plated movement,^ and earnestly warned him and hft 
brother officers*, dt tlie dfegracaand i'tin by which any 
f urther'perseverance* in their present course, must inevi- 
tably be followed! This romonstrabco, following' ‘ the 
address of Colonel* Close, and the recently acquired 
knowledge of the intention of tlie Governor-General to

Chi^f, and as the en^ploymewt of H.M. rggim^nts in such a 
manner had recently been«forbidden ^xoejft^in case% of* , 
ermorgency^ Government directed thab three officers and * 
one hundred men of the •^Madras, EurOjUaan Regiment 
should be mrned to be in Readiness tovi embarkation on 
board H. Mf Ships of war, for that duly, llio officers, 
for several* reasons^ determined to disobey i^iis order.

He 
arrived on tlw* ^Ifebi^July, and fotind everything in the hands 
of a coT!iinittoo ^composed of violent young men : the 
authority of Major Storey being litde more than nominal. 
This coininitbco was in correspoddei^pe* with almost every 
station m‘the Presidency, and had received tno strongest 
assurances of support from Hyderabad, towards vvhi«h 
place, the garnsrn, togetbor wifh the native battalions 
at *Ellorc aid Samuhottah were pieparin^ to march. 
After a discussion whieh lasted for several hours, the 
officer^ cohsen^^ed lo acknowledge Colonel ifalcolm's 
authority,' and to submit to an enquiry into their conduct. 

On the next day the Colonel repoi ted- that after having 
perused certain papers shown to Inm by the officers of 
the garri«^on, ho was satisfied that there was not a single 
corps in the Compiny^s army from Cape Comorin to 
Ganjam which was not pleclgcd to rise against Govern- 
ment, and that no eommanding offiLor had any real control 
over his regiment or battalion. 

In these circumstances he advised thp Government to 
give way, and ho went the length of drafting a resolution 
for their adoption, in which they engaged to recommend 
to the Court of Directors the restoration of ^he officers 
whose suspension had bcen,i*eporte'^ to that bOjdy ; to re- 
appoint, of their own authority. Colonels Bell and Chal- 
mers to the commands of which they Jiad been deprived, 
and to grant a general amnesty. Neither the matter nor 
the manner this communication was likely to be at all 
acceptable .^o tne Government^ who could not have yielded 
at such a crisis without linfiicting a fatal blow on their 
own authority, and on the future discipline 'of the army.

On the 2nd August the sum of Kupees 1,40,00b on the 
way from the Cedvjd Districts, was seized by a party sent 
frgm tile fort f:>r that purpose. 

On the 3rd August the detiichinont of TT.M.^s 80th regi- 
ment -was sent out of the fbrt with rnstriictions to march 
to Bangalore. *’ It wlas duly provided with camp equipage, 
and sick carriage, and the garriso.i went through, tho 
form of presenting arms as it left. These conipafties 
proceeded ale/ng the Bangalore i^^i>ad for some marches, 
and then changing thoir routenthey joined Colonel' Davis 
at Mysore on the 7th. August. 

The declaration was signed by Colonel Bell on tho

On the ist November, a GeneraF Court Malirtial, of which 
Major-General Warde^ H.M. Service, was R*esident/and 
'which was composed of an equal nutober of officers of each ' 
service, assembled at Bangalore for the 'trial of Lieuten- 
ant-ColonehBell and other$. ' ^ 

Colonel Bell was found guilty on the 9th December Colonel Bell. 
1809, and sentenced co be cashiered. Th(i Proceedings 
were returned for revision, but the Court adhered to their 
original sentence. The Gommander-in-Chief, when con- 
firming it, remarked that the punishmefit awarded to the 
prisoner bore no proportion to the atrocity of the crime. 

Major ’’storey was sentenced to bo cashi^red.'^ This Major Storoy. 
sentence was also returned for reWsion,’'but the Court 
having declined to mak<> any alteration^, it was confirmed 
by the Commander-in-Chief without remark. ' 

Lieutenant-Colonel Muuro wa'* sentenced to be Colonel 
cashiered, which sentence was duly ooufirmed. Munro. 

Major Kenny was also sentenced to be cashiered, and Major Kenny, 
the sentence was confirmed. 

Lieutenant-Coldhel Doveton was charged with having Colonel 
marched from dVulna without authority, and with mu tin- 
ous designs, with having endeavoured to excite the troops 
under his command to mutiny against the Government, 
and with having affixed his name to a mutinous and sedit- 
ious papej. > ' * 

The Court were of opinion that Colonel Doveton was Acquitted by 
not guilty of any of the charges, and therefore acquitted 
him in the “ most full and honorable ^i^anner/' 

The proceedings having been returned for revision, the 
Court toont them back on the 13th February 1810, with a 
remark to the effect that they biaw no reason to alter their 
former opinion.

.eth cavalry was an officer who had served with distinc* 
j <tion'' under Coote, Cornwallfc., and Wellesley, and had 
‘"rejently recoivod the* thanks of Government for distin* 
guifthed serviie*^ in Travancofe. Nevertheless, his con- 
duct on dome occasions had called forth the displeasure of 
Government, who, in a despatch to the Court of Direc- 
tors, written 4n October 1807, befoire the arrival of Sir 
George Barlow, reported that a very dangerous spirit 
of cabal has shewn itself among several oCloers of your 
aripy. * This feeling has b^jen * greatly inflamed by the 
impunity with which 4jhe Honorably Liouteiiant-Colonel 
Sentl<^er ha.i hitherto been enabled to brave and insult 
the authority of this Government. Every means, of the 
most public nature have been taken at some of the princi- 
pal milita»:y stations to -hold, up J 'outenant-Oolonel 
Sentlegcr as the champion of the rights ox the Com- 
pany's array, and as one whoso example caPs for general 
imitation. 

On the 7th April 1809, the Government, having re- 
ceived information that Colonel Sentleger had been con- 
cerned in the preparation of the memorial to the Governor- 
General, sent a letter to the Resident ''at Travancore, 
desiring that the Colonel should be reHeved from the 
command at Oodagherry, and desired to return to his 
regiment at Trichinopoly. 

It so happened that in this letter, which wa? not re- 
ce^ved until the 25th April, the title of Honorable had 
been omitted, upon Which Colonel Sentleger addressed 
the Chief Secretary in the' following terms : — 

** That the letter, I have herewith*^ the honor to enclose, 

. was intended..b^ the Honorable the Governor in Ceuncil to 
hurt my feelings, I am fully satisfied ; that he has succeeded,

Colors, and all tlieir personal eitjc^s, at tho expense oi ilie 
British Govorumont, far more favorable conditions than 
the enemy had any right to expect, c^'^nsidering tho great 
disparity of force.

Expedition to Palemhang, 1812 ^.

The Sultan of Palcmbang'* in Sumatra having destroyed 
the Dutch factory at that place, and murdered tLc people 
belonging to it during September 1811, a detachment ® 
under Colonel Giliespio proce(*ded against him in March 
1812. The C^olonel arrived off 'Palembang river* by 

the middle yf April, and ihe troops went up it in boats 
towards the to*^n, diiftant about sixty miles. On the 
morning of the 25th, when close to tl/o place, intelligence 
was received ot the flight of tno Sultan, upon which 
Colonel Gillespie, pushing on with a few officers and men, 
landed about 8 ohdoclc at night, when he found the town 
in a state of tumult, the troops of the Sultan being engaged 
in firing the houses, and plunderj^ng the inhabitants. 
Passing quickly through the excited crowds, he reached 
the palace unmolested, and was joined, soon aftei mid- 
night, by a party of the 89th under Majbi Trench. The 
next day*aii investigation was commenced, w-kich resulted 
i’^ the confirmation of the accusations against the Sultan, 
upon which he was formally deposed, and the sovereignty 
conferred upon his brother. Colonel Giliespio returned 
to Java about the pnd of iMay, having taken possession 
of the island of Banc^ on his way, and placed therein a

Wynaad, 1812. 

A rebellion having broken out in the Wynaad in March 
1812, troops entered the country early in ^April from 
Cannanore, and Seringapatam, for the relief, of our* de- 
tachments at Maiiantoddy and Sultanas J>attery, ^ which 
were threatened by th6 ihsurgeq^iS. 

* Tho troops from Cannanoro undpr ‘Lieutbnant-Colgnel 
Webbei* 2nd battaliom Srd, o& sisted of a company of 
H.M/s 3Qth regiment, the 2ad battalion 3rd, and a detach- 
ment 1st battalion* 5th native infantrjjr. Those from 
Seringapatam under Major Welsh 1st battalion 3rd, cqii- 
sisted ef lihe light company H.M.’s '^Oth regiment, two 
companies 1st of the 3rd, and two companies 1st of<the 
13th, fprmedSnto a light battalion.

ment, by Jemadar lyaloo of the samlp battalion, to whom • 
it had been revealed by a private of his company.

Jemadar ShaikHEloossain, and Private Salabut Khan of 
the 14th were tried in a Biimma»’y manner by a board of 
officeyrs, of which ^ Major Fraser 2Bd battalion 9th, •was 
President, ^bth were' convinteui and^ sentenced •to be 
blown from a gun, which ^'fltencc was carried into exe- 
cution on the e^efting^f the 28t]i M^y at a general 
parade of the whole *fprce. • • * 

Two«havildars, onenaigue, and twenfy-six privates of 
the 14th, of whom 19 werp Mahpmedans, and 10 Hindoos, 
were tried by ordinary coayt-martial, and sentenced to 
death.

Six native officer^ acd oneihavildar of ihe 18th, tv^o 
native dfficer^ of the 3th, and one •tiatiw officer dT the

The result of ^the** enquk*jes made by t];ie Resident, 
which occupied some time/led to the conclusion that 
Wo<nana&'Tumby,^the Pychy Ra-jah, and Jemadar 

Shaik Hoossain of the 14th, had been the originators of 
the conspiracy. 

The design was to confer the sovereignty of Travancore 
upon Urn P^chy Jlajah. The Jemadar was promised the 
office of "Dev^^an, but this, in all probability, was really 
intended for Womanah Tumby. Th-e pay of.all sepoys 
as might join in the plei was to Be raised to Rs. 10 per

In December 1810 another body of l^ndarios, esti- 
mated at about 5,000 mon,'ifnt(3red Poirlakimedy through 
Uhe zemindary of Jeypoor, burnt the town, anfi destroyed 
a number of vil?nges^iu the inoighbd'irhtfod. , The town 
of Ganjam was pluiidoi'o4 hbon" the same time) and the 
teluks of Itchapoo^ Munsoorcottah, ayd others in that 
part of the district were laid waste. 

The celerity of the movements of the marauders, and 
the quickness with which they broke up into small 
« parties, saved them from sustaining any considerable loss 
from the ’ detoichmcnts of native infantry stationed at 
Kimcdy, arid at Berhampore, but the officers, at those 
places acquitted thomsel-res as well as the means at theur 
disposal would admit; and they received the thanks of 
Goverftuaent for their e)cert¥)nsV 

The follow'ng is an account of* the attack upoft Kimedy 
as reported by Major®, Oliver 1st bajitalion 6th regiment, 
who commanded the detachnjents ’?at that place, and hi 
the neighbourhood : —

“ A little after C, Liei^tenant Tweedie, who had retreated

IJhe detail of native horse* artillery whitsh returned 
fiA>fn i^orsia in September 1812 leaving been strongly 
reccKumondcd 'io tjife favorable consideration ofrGovern-* 
mont by successive Brit-isb Mi^tiators in Persia, and by 
the Oomman^pr-in-Ohief, a pension of 110 pagodas per 
mensem was gmnte^ to Subadar ^haik Moiddfen ij^hader^ 
and it was reso*iveA at the same time* that a pension of 
50 pagodas per mensem should, on his decease, be paid to 
his nearest heir for the maintenance of the family. The 
subad?-r was aj o presented withn, horse and v palankin, 
and a grant of 16 cawnfos "of laud was^made to him. 

The non-eommissioned, ofBcors and privates fit for 
fui;ther sbryice Were promoted to uho ranks of* jeinadar, ^ 
and havildar of cavalry respectively, 'and such of the 
privates as wereninfit for*cluty Were pensioned on tho 
pay of naigues of cavalry. ‘ . 

Subadar Shuik ‘ Moideon having bsequently been 
presented with a gold medal of the order of tho “ Lion

The recruit boys \v ero to bo selected f i;pm tho relatives 
or connections of old soldiers of tho several ranks, not to 
be taken ilndor tho age of 11 years, nor unless healthy 
and well grown. Any recruit boy who, at the age of 
18 years, was unfit for transfer to the ranks, wes to be 
reported to head-quarters in order that lie might be 
discharged. * * 

Pension boys were adinisaiblo at »any age under^ 11 
years, and wqi’^ to be selected pn the same principle as 
recruit boys on the occurrence uf vacancies, provided 
they were eligible in respect of health aad'^size. Any 
pension boy founa nnfit for^^ transf3^ after having at- 
tained the age of 14 years, was to be reported to head- 
quarters in Order that he might be discharged. , 

' On the lOthi August,* tWb Native dressers were allowed 
‘ftfr every battalion, y\z., one first dresser on 10^p{bgodas^ 
and one second dresser on 7 pagodas per mensem.
